QUESTIONS PUT IN THE HOUSE on Tuesday to the Minister 
of Works, Lord John Hope, indicate the strong feeling of 
the ordinary Member that the provision of accommoda- 
tion in or near the Palace of Westminster in which he can 
carry on his private or public work while the House is in 
session is a matter which cannot much longer be delayed. 
Lord John is known to be sympathetic to the demand, and 
it is likely that there will be a full debate in the near 
future. 

The call for reasonable facilities for private Members is 
not new. As long ago as 1945 the Joint Select (Stanhope) 
Committee of the House of Lords and the House of Com- 
mons reported both on the need and on means of satisfy- 
ing it. The select committee formed the conclusion (as 
reported in ‘ The Builder’ of April 27 of that year) that 
while it was possible to find some accommodation by 
re-allocation and by making parts of the building more 
accessible, no great increase was possible in a Palace 
already used to its full capacity and of its age and struc- 
ture. ‘ Needs,’ it said, ‘are likely to grow rather than 
to diminish, and these can only be met by new building 
or by taking in and converting other houses outside the 
present precincts.’ 

Both these suggestions have been in the minds of 
the Minister and his advisers. Various plans have been

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accommodation, interview rooms, etc., is needed close to 
the Chamber. This points direct, of course, to the use 
in some form of the open sides of New Palace-yard. 

Sir Charles Barry, of course, had this in mind when he 
prepared his scheme for extension of the Palace (shown on 
previous page). Were this plan (which envisages a building 
in the same architectural style as the rest of the Palace 
extending from St. Stephen’s Porch along the edge of the 
roadway outside Westminster Hall and New Palace-yard 
to the corner opposite Whitehall, and thence eastward to 
join up with the Clock Tower) to be carried out, the select 
committee estimated that an additional 237 rooms would 
be provided at a cost of approximately £2,100,000. What 
that cost would be today is another matter. 
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The main objection to this scheme is, of course, the 
enclosing from public view of Westminster Hall, and the 
Minister will undoubtedly have this well in mind. If we 
may paraphrase the words of a famous Judge: ‘ West- 
minster Hall must not only exist but manifestly be seen to 
exist.’ It may well be that the answer will lie in making 
some use of accommodation outside the Palace curtilage 
supplemented by carrying through some part of Barry's 
scheme, preferably on the Bridge-street side which would 
leave the view into the Yard from Parliament-square sub- 
stantially as it now is. The problem is not an easy one, 
but Parliament is a working body which must be housed 
so that it can perform its duties efficiently, and it can and 
must be solved without further delay. 


Hearth and Home 


LEST ANYONE should be under the illusion that there is 
still in this day and age any such person as the Poor 
Neglected Housewife, let the idea at once be dispelled 
by drawing attention to the erudite little volume* pro- 
duced by The Council of Scientific Management in the 
Home under the challenging, if pedestrian title of 
‘Housework with Satisfaction.’ 

Little Mrs. Smith hurrying back from her shopping in 
time for the children’s tea ought to be told that not only 
have architects, town planners, doctors and domestic 
science specialists spent valuable time on her problems, 
but Professors of Psychology and Physiology and even 
a Human Kinetician have given of their best in trying to 
lighten her burden, and that the fruits of all this study 
are to be had for a modest 4s. 6d. The book contains a 
wealth of observation and meditation on the processes 
of housewifery, and no sections of it, we should think, 
are likely to appeal to Mrs. Smith more than those 
entitled ‘ Need the Housewife Feel Tired?’ and ‘ House- 
work with Ease.’ The detailed instruction and diagram- 
matic illustration showing her how to lift an ash tray 
with the least amount of finger strain might perhaps 
strike her as a little irrelevant in moments of domestic 
stress, but the time-and-motion approach to household 
chores in general has undoubtedly much to commend it 
for those who have the time to study it, 

This little book collects together in the form of a 
symposium ‘much that is known and has been said else- 
where by eminent experts in the various fields of domestic 
interest. Dame Evelyn Sharp in her foreword commends 
it to the attention of those ‘who are interested in the 
design and the building of houses and to the many 
women’s organisations who are in a position to pass on 


the ideas to the working housewife.’ Its chief interest 
for architects and builders will be confined to the wisdom 
of the two architect contributors, Sir Thomas Bennett 
and Mr. Grenfell Baines, who deal respectively with the 
topics ‘ Planning Houses for a New Town’ and ‘ The Best 
Use of House Space.’ (All that about ‘ body balance’ 
and * muscle habits’ might be safely left to the women’s 
organisations, we feel.) There are also one or two con- 
science-hitting sub-titles such as ‘Washing-up as a 
Picnic,’ ‘ The Man’s Job and the Woman’s’ and ‘ Team- 
work in the Home,’ which it is no use pretending to 
ignore. The implications are quite plain! 

This is a serious study produced by a worthy body of 
public-spirited women, and in case anyone might be 
misled by the illustrated poem from ‘ Punch’ which faces 
the foreword, they should be warned that this is only the 
sweet before the pill. No such frivolities have been 
allowed to pollute the rest of the work. 

Since Mr. Grenfell Baines in his very practical con- 
tribution acknowledges the open coal fire as being still 
a fetish of the British house dweller and one which must 
be catered for, it is appropriate that the National Coal 
Board’s elegantly produced booklet ‘Fuel Stores for 
Houses and Flats’*+ should appear on the bookstalls at 
the same time. This technically admirable production 
certainly succeeds in creating the very clear impression 
that Coal is a Good Thing and deserves a store fit for 
coal-sacks to go in.

The Norwich Experiment 


THAT PIONEER EXPERIMENT in civic design, the rejuvena- 
don of Magdalen-street, Norwich, inaugurated last year 
by Mr. Duncan Sandys, President of the Civic Trust, is well 
recorded in a beautifully produced brochure issued by 
the Trust (79, Buckingham Palace-road, London, SWI, 
price 5s.). Here is the full story of how some eighty 
property owners and occupiers in a single street combined 
with the local authority, the Ministry of Transport, the 
local bus company, the Civic Trust and some twenty 
architects and designers to give that street a new lease of 
life without major alterations or expense. Mr. Misha 
Black, OBE, RDI, PPSIA, was the co-ordinating consultant. 

The carrying out of the scheme is clearly described from 
start to finish, and there are numerous illustrations, many 
of them beautifully reproduced in colour, showing sections 


of the street before and after treatment. Here is a con- 
vincing demonstration of the improvement that can be 
brought about in the appearance of the urban landscape 
by such simple means as the repainting of premises in 
harmonious colour schemes, by good lettering on fascias, 
by getting rid of clutter such as ugly street furniture, signs 
and posters, and their substitution, where necessary, by 
well-designed accessories. The improvement brought about 
by the removal of tall lighting standards and their replace- 
ment by unobtrusive wall brackets is remarkable. 

It seems almost incredible that such a reconditioning 
could have been achieved at no greater cost than £9,000. 
It is not surprising to learn that many other cities, towns 
and villages have begun to investigate the possibilities of 
similar schemes. 
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NEXT FRIDAY (March 11) the House of 
Commons will be having their first debate 
on traffic engineering. For this oppor- 
tunity, members can thank Mr. Norman 
Cole, Conservative MP for South Bed- 
fordshire, who, following his luck in 
drawing first place in the ballot for 
private members’ motions to be debated 
on that day, announced that he proposed 
to call attention to the possibility of the 
increased use of traffic engineering to 
relieve traffic congestion, and move a 
resolution on that subject. 

The views of the Minister of Trans- 
port, Mr. Ernest Marples, on this topic 
are known to a certain extent but it is 
to be hoped that he will use this debate 
to give a litthe more detail and comment 
upon what he saw during his visit to the 
United States during the Christmas recess 
and how he proposes to apply traffic 
engineering here. Not long ago he indi- 
cated in a reply that he would do every- 
thing he could, in co-operation with local 
authorities, to see that the street systems 
in urban areas are used to the best 
advantage through the increased applica- 
tion of traffic engineering, including the 
strict control of street parking.

full shape.’ He ought to seize this chance 
to expand that frame of mind. He has 
obviously also to consider ways of en- 
couraging the training of more of these 
road experts. 

Discussion will undoubtedly last all 
day and consequently prevent Mr. Tiley, 
Conservative and Nat. Liberal MP for 
Bradford, West, putting his motion on 
the hospital building programme. The 
terms of the motion are of some interest. 
They are: * That this House, whilst wel- 
coming the Government's increased 
hospital building programme, urges the 
Government to review the system so as 
to speed up the methods by which the 
most modern and up-to-date plans for 
new hospitals or extensions are approved 
and implemented.’ 


The Half-Baked Broiler 


SINCE FEBRUARY 25 planning control has 
been established over large agricultural 
buildings. The Order, the Town and 
Country Planning General Development 
(Amendment) Order 1960, to give it its 
full title, is intended to ensure that large 
agricultural buildings are sited with due 
regard to local amenities, but the 
Minister ‘looks to planning authorities 
to exercise this control with a full and 
detailed appreciation of the needs of agri- 
culture, and in particular the desirability 
of not impeding the development of new 
and efficient methods of food production.’ 
This has been taken as specifically refer- 
ing to the broiler industry. 

Those who care for rural amenity 
should, of course, be grateful for any 
small protection but the fact that ‘ large’ 
in the context of the order means 5,000 
sq. ft. or above of ground-floor area and 
that everything below this area, whether 
on a building or a group of buildings, is 
presumably exempt gives scant reason 
for satisfaction. Conceivably the multi- 
storeyed broiler-house is perfectly per- 
missible so long as the ground floor does 
not exceed the figure of 5,000 sq. ft. 

We may question just what benefit the 
order confers on the well-being of the 
countryside. Presumably those engaged 
in this new industry mostly start with 
small establishments and add to them as 
trade expands. An unscientific early lay- 
out must result, in the absence of town- 
planning advice at an early stage. We 
shall hope to see this Order tightened up 
considerably, not least the loophole 
noted in the first paragraph above which 
seems to make the planning authorities’ 
task almost impossible. 


Craftsmanship and Industry 


IT HAS BECOME EVIDENT that the arts, in 
the wider sense, have in the Duke of 
Edinburgh not only a staunch supporter 
but a shrewd one, writes Basil Marriott. 
In his speech on opening the ‘ Creative 
Craftsman Exhibition’ at the RIBA (until 
March 9), Prince Philip showed a grasp 
of the complicated inter-relationship of 


the designer-craftsman and the industrial 
designer, and of the architect’s concern 
with both, considerably clearer than that 
of some professionals in those fields. 

One sensed however that Prince Philip 
might privately share the feeling that the 
creative craftsman should either remain 
firmly in his ivory tower or else emerge 
more confidently than merely for furtive 
forays after mass-produced industrial 
design clichés, as I find to be a general 
and not unjustified criticism. But he 
certainly made no bones about the Crafts 
Centre’s expectations from architects.

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Latin-American Architecture 


Some Impressions following a Tour 


[From a Special Correspondent} 
THE PARTY of thirty British architects and 
engineers who have recently been touring 
Latin America under the auspices of the 
Cement and Concrete Association, have 
returned home. Their flying tour of 
some ten thousand miles took in Sao 
Paulo, Brasilia, Belo Horizonte (with a 
day’s excursion into 17th-century 
Baroque at the hill town of Ouro Preto), 
and Rio in Brasil, Caracas in Venezuela, 
and Mexico City. The tour was rounded 
off by a week-end in New York. 

There was much discussion among the 
members as to the most outstanding fea- 
tures of the tour. Jack Coia, Glasgow 
architect and designer of many churches 
(and indefatigable photographer) 
plumped for the road systems. ‘Get the 
roads right,’ he claimed, ‘and the city 
follows.’ He had been greatly impressed 
by the city centre of Caracas and the con- 
ception of ever-flowing traffic under and 
around and through the unit of tall- 
towered office blocks, level and underpass 
dual-carriageway roads, elevated pedes- 
trian ways and ramps, and underground 
parking garages that make up the famous 
Centro Simon Bolivar. Also in Caracas 
his eye had been caught by the helicoidal 
shopping centre now under construction 
by private enterprise. 


Helicoidal Shopping Centre 


This scheme makes use of a rocky hill 
at the intersection of most of the main 
routes to or around the city (a road sys- 
tem not as yet completed, but very bold 
in conception and very impressive with 
its interlacing reinforced concrete via- 
ducts and flyunders). The ‘ Helicoide de 
la Roca Tarpeya’ will have traffic ramps 
winding to the top (up and down traffic 
separated), with saw-tooth parking space 
at every level, ‘outside’ as they put it 
‘the very shop you are visiting,’ escala- 
tors and lifts for pedestrians and a 
separate 1,000 car garage for shop owners 
and employees. The ‘ Helicoide’ which 
is a reinforced concrete framed construc- 
tion, will provide shops of all kinds 
grouped together in types on each circle 
—clothing on the first. household goods 
on the second, mechanical items on the 
third, and so on—with services such as 
post office, hairdressers, travel agents on 
the top, as well as a ‘ baby park,’ chil- 
dren’s play space, cinema, restaurants, 
auditorium and exhibition halls. The 
scheme was compared by Mr. Coia with 
the Guggenheim Museum, seen finally in 
New York: helicoidal construction again, 
ramps, displaying pictures in this case, 
but circulation and its object together. 
‘This is the way we must go,’ said Mr. 
Coia ‘ until building and town and traffic 
are one.’ 

F. R. S. Yorke was most impressed by 
the two University Cities—one in Cara- 
cas (still with some buildings to come) 
and the more famous one in Mexico City. 
He relished the contrast between them: 
the magnificent drama of the Mexican 
scheme with its carefully planned layout

and show-piece buildings and the more 
intimate and livable scale and less drama- 
tic approach of Villanueva’s scheme in 
Caracas (not lacking, either, in its own 
touch of drama in the fine Aula Magna 
and auditorium group); both made 
pleasant by lawns, interesting paving 
pattern and trees. 
Controversial Brasilia 

Brasil’s new capital, Brasilia! There was 
no doubt as to its significance as a great 
vision, or its power to open up the 
country, bring roads, and trade, into the 
so-far neglected interior, and gradually 
enable much of Brasil’s hidden riches to 
be exploited and its most backward 
people to reach a higher standard of 
living. There was discussion of its plan- 


ning: some thought it too ambitious for 
the time allotted, or, conversely, that the 
ambitious scheme was being carried out 
in too great a hurry; others felt the plan- 
ning of the quadrangles of blocks of flats 
too rigid, while others, again, were im- 
pressed by precisely this arrangement of

the planning, with its gradual unformali 
sation away from the centre. 


There was universal admiration for 
Niemeyer’s beautiful Presidential Palace, 
with its white marble-clad ‘swan’ 
columns reflected in the pool in front, 
and for the Executive Palace where the 
President and his Cabinet have their 
offices—-a_ three-storey building with 
similar columns (if that can be the right 
word for them) about its periphery. The 
road system came in for much interest 
and praise: the elevated prestressed con- 
crete viaduct which carries the town’s 
transverse axis over the formal proces- 
sional way which forms its vertical axis, 
and at the apex of the processional way 
the pedestrian ramps which take specta 


tors to the Senate and the Congress 
houses—one a concrete dome, the other 
a bowl. J. L. Womersley, City Architect 


of Sheffield, was one of those specially 
impressed by the breadth of the concep- 
tion of Brasilia, the co-ordination of road 
and building, the bold approach to prob 
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lems and, particularly, by the attitude of

Brasilian cultural society. 

In Venezuela they were shown round 
the University buildings by their planner 
and designer, Professor Villanueva him- 
self, and in Mexico, besides renewing 
earlier acquaintance with Felix Candela, 
they met Enrique de la Mora, the archi- 
tect for whom some of his finest work 
has been done, Alexandro Prieto (author 
of the President Juarez housing scheme 
with its underpass road), and others. 

In both Caracas and Mexico the party 
was entertained by the National Associa- 
tion of Architects in their own building, 
known in Mexico as the Casa del Archi- 
tecto—the Architect’s house—and to 
which Senor Aparicio, the President of 
the Association, warmly invited all 
British architects who might be visiting 
Mexico: they were to consider the house 
as their own. Certainly, the welcome 
which the British party received from 
their colleagues could not have been more 
friendly wherever they went, and there 
could be no doubt that the visit, besides 
providing a valuable exchange of ideas, 
has made for an increased feeling of unity 
between our own architectural profession 
and that in the countries visited.

‘Illiberal Criticism’ 


sir,—In your issue of February 19 you 
criticise a statement in *‘ The Observer’ 
concerning a future commercial develop- 
ment in Trafalgar-square and the part 
played by Sir Howard Robertson in the 
Piccadilly inquiry. You do say, fairly 
enough, that this statement appeared over 
the pseudonym ‘Pendennis.’ In your 
issue of February 26, however, Mr. 
Howling, in your columns, goes further 
and describes ‘The Observer’ statement 
as spiteful and illiberal. As I am some- 
times described as the ‘ architectural cor- 
respondent’ of ‘ The Observer’ will you 
allow me to say that I am in no way 
responsible for the statement? I knew of 
it only when it was published. 

Nevertheless I would like to qualify 
that repudiation by three comments of 
my own. 1. Any commercial develop- 
ment in Trafalgar-square, next to St. 
Martin-in-the-Fields, needs watching; an 
early warning is our best safeguard and 
if it proves unnecessary so much the 
better. 2. If an eminent architect pub- 
licly affirms that bad architecture is good 
architecture, he does not become more 
eminent, whatever his motives. 3. It was 
unpardonable of you, Sir, to condone bad 
architecture on the ground that it pro- 
vides employment. This is the notorious 
‘last ditch ’ defence of many a weak case; 
here it is irrelevant, since good architec- 
ture would in any case serve the same 
purpose.

more to spotlight the weaknesses of plan- 
ning control as applied to city centre 
development than all the other witnesses 
who preferred to think architecture aloud at 
the inquiry rather than to address themselves 
to the merits of the case. (3) If Mr. Jordan 
will again read our comment of February 19 
he will see that we did not condone the 
architecture of the Monico development; on 
the contrary we wrote: ‘It requires atten- 
tion on the scores of design, scale, traffic 
consideration and establishment of an opti- 
mum height for the neon advertisements.

Quantity Surveyors in Ministries 


siR,—-Your most interesting article on the 
enlargement of the Ministry of Health 
Quantity Surveyor’s Department, pub- 
lished in ‘ The Builder’ of February 19, 
clearly illustrates the change of 
emphasis which is now taking place in the 
quantity surveyor’s profession, particu- 
larly in Government Departments. No 
longer do we see the quantity surveyor 
as a watchdog or referee but as an essen- 
tial member of a design team with the 
opportunity to make a valuable contribu- 
tion to research and development. 
Historically, Government Departments 
have tended to ‘farm’ out the prepara- 
tion of bills of quantities but now in- 
creasingly they are being prepared by 
their own surveyors. In a number of 
Departments the quantity surveyor is 
taking a leading part in cost research, 
e.g. the Ministry of Education began in 
1950; and the War Department and the 
Ministry of Health have set up research 
and development groups, possibly soon 
to be followed by the Ministry of 
Housing. 
One of the vital tasks of the Govern- 
ment quantity surveyor, in conjunction 


with his architect and administrative 
colleagues, is to determine cost limits 
similar to the Ministry of Education 


pattern which allows adequate financial 
control without pettifogging interference 
and restriction. While there are many 
advantages in working in a large organi- 
sation the personal touch is sometimes 
lost. It is therefore encouraging to see 
this point being given attention at the 
Ministry of Health. The War Office have 
the point very much in mind and their 
recent reorganisation has attempted to

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Competitions and the Younger Architect 


sir,—In ‘The Builder’ of February 26 
you bring up the perennial subject of 
architectural competitions; it is time that 
something was done about it. Of course, 
all architects would like to win compe- 
titions but few in these days have the 
financial backing and time to carry 
through the normal requirement; of the 
conditions with the result that it is often 
left to the big firm which, with the oppor- 
tunity to cut down its supertax, estab- 
lishes competition groups within its staff 
organisation. 

The younger and not-so-well-estab- 
lished architect should have more oppor- 
tunity to go in for competitions, and my 
view is that all those sponsored by the 
RIBA should be in the form of ‘ knock- 
out’ competitions at one stage of the 
design. The first essential of any scheme 
is a well-thought-out unit distribution 
and circulation plan, backed by good 
massing of the structures involved. At 
that stage it would be quite easy to 
eliminate all but the best three designs 
whose authors, on completion of the con- 
ditions, would each receive some portion 
of the award and this would, even at the 
lowest award, help to pay for the more 
arduous part of the competition. 

This system of dealing with competi- 
tion matters has, of course, been operated 
in the past but it should the 
general practice.

Technical Literature 
Competition Awards 


ALTHOUGH BOTH the number and the stan- 
dard of entries in the Manufacturers’ 
Trade and Technical Literature Competi- 
tion for 1959, sponsored jointly by the 
RIBA and the Building Centre, far ex- 
ceeded those of previous years, the 
general numbers were still low. It is felt 
that the most important aspect of this 
competition is to improve the standard of 
technical literature with regard both to 
the typography and the presentation of 
relevant information. The people who 
prepare technical literature must be made 
to realise exactly what it is that the archi- 
tect wishes to know about a product, and 
participation in this annual competition is 
one way of doing it. 

At the Building Centre on February 24 
Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, PRIBA, presented 
the awards to the winning participants in 
last year’s competition. Mr. Bryan West- 
wood, FRIBA, presented the assessors’ 
report which was signed by him and Sir 
Hugh Casson, FRIBA, Mr. G. Grenfell 
Baines, ARIBA, and Mr. Bruce Martin, 
ARIBA. In it they said that although 
they were impressed by the generally high 
standard of the entries, they thought that 
the number was small compared with the 
total in the industry.

THE LIBRARY is the first of the group of buildings which were the 
subject of an open competition held in 1953 for the development 
of the central area of the University. The site for the library 
was a corner of Weston Park which the City Corporation made 
available for the University ; it is roughly 160 feet square imme- 
diately north east of the existing University buildings with a 
fall in level of some 20 feet from west to east. 

The library is planned in the form of a square with each side 
155 ft. long and 52 ft. high on the east or campus side, and 
32 ft. high on the west or park side. The library is sited and 
is designed as a low square building, to act as a foil to the 
17-storey Arts Department block on which constructional work 
is to start early in 1961 and to the long low Chemistry Block 
which forms the east boundary of the campus and which is 
already under construction. 

To ensure that no books can be taken away from the library 
without the issue of a voucher, the plan is divided by those 
rooms within and those outside the entrance and exit turnstiles. 
Within the control area lie all the rooms to which readers 
normally have access and which are approached from the 
centrally placed catalogue hall. In the catalogue hall are the 
card index catalogue cabinets, shelving for bibliographical and

room and the two smaller reading 
rooms for post graduates and current 
periodicals ; access to all three being 
from the catalogue hall. 

At the back of the main reading 
room, which has 76 tables for 280 
readers, is a two-tiered open stack 
book store holding approximately 
130,000 volumes. In the post gradu 
ate reading room there are 12 tables 
each for four readers, three microfilm 
cubicles and 55 private book lockers. 

Outside the control on the ground 
floor are the student cloakrooms and 
lavatories and service rooms, on the 
mezzanine the librarian’s, secretaries’ 
and committee rooms, and on the 
main floor the principal working 
rooms, 1.e., the cataloguing and new 
acquisition rooms, and the binding 
and unpacking rooms, etc. These 
rooms, although on the same floor as 
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the reading rooms can, together with 
the labelling room, the inter library 
loans office, and the deputy libra- 
rian’s office, be also approached by a 
secondary non-controlled staircase 
having immediate access to the goods 
lift and the covered unloading bay. 
On the second floor are staff rest 
rooms. 

The book stack has accommoda- 
tion for 870,000 books on four tiers, 
and is immediately under the main 
reading room. Access to the stack 
is used only by the library staff and 
is not readily accessible to readers. 

The construction of the basement 
stack and the floors below the main 
reading room floor is in reinforced 
concrete. The floors in the book 
stack are in plate construccion with 
no beams and each floor carries the 
book shelves of that particular tier 
only. This particular construction 
was selected in preference to the 
more usual type of steel stack partly 
on account of the fire regulations and 
partly because the stack is largely 
below ground the floors act as but- 
tresses to the perimeter retaining 
walls. The upper part of the building 
is framed in steel with 8 ft. deep 
lattice girders spanning the 80 ft. 
width of the main reading room. 
Externally the horizontal bands 
above and below the principal floor 
are faced in Portland stone. The 
non-structural steel mullions forming 
the window wall are faced externally 
with black painted aluminium and 
the principal window mullions to the 
ground and mezzanine floors on the 
campus elevation are box section 
steel pillars. The North, South and 
West facades below the main floor 
level are faced with dark blue/brown 
bricks.

The basement book stack and the 
principal reading rooms are fully air- 
conditioned. To reduce the cost, as much 
air as possible has been recirculated 
although fresh air is introduced into the 
stack to the extent of 10 per cent and in 
the reading rooms at the rate of 1,000 
cubic feet per reader place. To ensure 
that the books in the stack neither 
deteriorate from mildew nor become 
over brittle, the relative humidity never 
exceeds 65 per cent, a requirement which 
alone demands refrigeration. The air in 
the stack is distributed by vertical ducts 
some 3 in. x 20 in. in section which form 
the metal uprights of the book shelving.

Chairman's Comments on College 


of Advanced Building Technology 


Proposals 


‘WHILE we at the Northern Polytechnic 
think that our Department of Architec- 
ture, Surveying and Building has the 
strongest possible claim to be established 
as the College of Advanced Building 
Technology of which the Minister of 
Education has spoken, we should not fear 
competition if it were established else- 
where, as seems possible, provided we are 
given fair play in the matter of equivalent 
status.’ MR BRIAN ROBERTS, MA, Chairman 
of the governors, made this statement 
during his remarks at the annual prize- 
giving of the Department at the Northern 
Polytechnic, held on February 23. It was 
reported in ‘ The Builder’ last week. 

Mr. Roberts also referred to the fact 
that it was the last prizegiving which Mr. 
T. E. Scott, CBE, FRIBA, would be atten- 
ding as head of the Department, a post he 
had held since 1928. His services since 
he first came to the Polytechnic in 
December 1920 as a teacher of building 
construction ‘on probation,’ had been 
immense, not only to the Department but 
to the Polytechnic as a whole. ‘ They are 
known and recognised throughout the 
worlds of architecture and education,’ 
said Mr. Roberts. Since his appointment 
as head on the resignation in 1928 of 
Mr. (now Sir) Thomas Bennett, the Poly 
full-time and part-time courses in archi- 
tecture had been granted full recognition 
by the RIBA, and recently the full-time 
and part-time courses in building tech- 
nology had been approved in connection 
with the registration and exemption 
scheme of the Institute of Builders. 

In presenting his report, MR. T. E. SCOTT 
spoke of the many changes he had seen 
in 39 years at the Northern Poly. Many 
more vital ones seemed imminent (* which 
is one reason why I wish this was my 
first and not my last prizegiving’). The 
new City and Guilds examinations recog- 
nised the changes in building techniques 


Not the Way 


Royal Observatory Falls Foul 


WHEN HAILSHAM (Sussex) Rural Council's 
town planning committee discovered that 
a block of lavatories and a club room 
for the sports and social club of the Royal 
Observatory had been built in the 
grounds of Herstmonceux Castle without 
its approval, it wrote to the Astronomer 
Royal, Dr. Richard van der Riet Woolley, 
expressing ‘strong disappointment.’ 

Dr. Woolley replied that he was sorry 
to learn of any disappointment, that he 
would inquire into the circumstances, and 
that he hoped the relations between the 
Astronomer Royal and the Council will 
‘always be in the future what I have 
supposed them to be during my period 
of office—of a co-operative and mutually 
helpful nature.’ 

After listening to criticisms about the 
structure of the club room, the com- 
mittee decided to recommend the Coun- 
cil to bring the details to the notice of 
the First Lord of the Admiralty. 


and materials and would provide a good 
basic qualification for the average man 
and well-graded stages of advancement. 

On the subject of wastage among craft 
students, many educationists had for 
years been worried about the high inci- 
dence. In some of the crafts too few had 
survived the early years— perhaps they 
have been discouraged by an over-dose of 
theory for which they were unable to see 
any practical use’ said Mr. Scott. He 
continued: ‘Some years ago I advocated 
the introduction of a basic training for 
the rank and file of intake. This was not 
welcomed either by the general body of 
teachers or by examining bodies. But it 
has come.’ 


Training for Executive Posts 


It was in the training of men for the 
executive branches of the industry that 
the greatest advances would be made, 
said Mr. Scott. That should be possible 
as the result of the new scheme of exami- 
nations now being introduced by the 
Institute of Builders. * The future of the 
industry may well depend upon its will- 
ingness to recruit, at an adequate salary 
and status, men who have been trained 
up to the standard so wisely laid down,’ 
said Mr. Scott. ‘Assuming this happy 
state of affairs, one’s mind naturally 
dwells on the now popular topic of com- 
bined training and Advanced Colleges of 
Building. The Minister of Education 
referred to the matter at the recent 
Institute of Builders’ Dinner; he also 
mentioned it at the same dinner in 1956. 
I wish he had also mentioned that the 
idea was presented to the Ministry of 
Works in 1954, having travelled there 
from Holloway-road via Catherine-street ! 

‘Of course the idea of combined train- 
ing was not a new one—it had been 
practised at the Northern Poly for 40 
years. It could be a fine thing for archi-

Manchester Direct Labour 
Manager’s Resignation Asked For 
A RECOMMENDATION that the works mana- 


ger of Manchester Town Hall works 
department be asked to resign is con- 
tained in a report of the corporation 
Town Hall Committee issued to the 
Press on February 26 by the Town Clerk. 
An inquiry into the operation of the 
department during the past few weeks 
was made after it was criticised in a 
report by the City Treasurer. The com- 
mittee’s recommendations were: ‘ That 
the City Architect be relieved of his res- 
ponsibilities for the control of the depart- 
ment, that the department should be 
placed under the control of an indepen- 
dent manager responsible to a separate 
committee of the council, and that the 
works manager be asked to resign.’ 
The report said that the inquiry had 
disclosed that the management of the 
department was inefficient and not able 
to deal with the responsibilities involved: 
that irregularities of a serious nature had 
occurred; that the City Architect had 
left most of the management to the works 
manager and had not known sufficient 
about the department to enable him to 
exercise proper control; that the manager 
had not sufficient administrative ability; 
and that the department could not func- 
tion efficiently with its present super- 
visory and managerial staff or under the 
present organisation. ‘The Times.’

Sir Harry Selley ; Bronek Katz ; R. Cameron Smith 


Sir Harry Selley 


WE REGRET TO REPORT the death, which 
took place in the Royal Masonic 
Hospital on February 24, of Sir Harry 
Selley, JP, President of the Federation 
of Master Builders. He was 88. 

There will be many in the building 
industry and in public life to regret the 
passing of one of the ‘old school.’ He 
was a man of commanding vigour in his 
younger days, who exhibited always a 
forthright but kindly manner, and was 
able in his eighties to give an expert 
demonstration of the bricklayer’s skills. 

Sir Harry Selley, although a Londoner 
by adoption, was born in Topsham and 
remained a Devonian in thought and feel- 
ing, despite his early migration to the 
opportunities of the capital. He brought 
with him £100, considerable building skill 
and abundant self confidence. Soon he 
had formed a partnership with another 
Devonian, who was also a life-long friend, 
and the enterprise of Swain & Selley 
flourished for 35 years. The firm built 
about 25,000 houses in south-west 
London. He was soon active in industrial 
affairs and became, in 1922, President of 
the then National Federation of House- 
Builders. 

In 1925 Sir Harry entered public life 
as a member for Battersea on the London 
County Council. He had been chairman 


of the Housing Committee and the 
Hospital Planning and Development Sub- 
committee. From the affairs of the 
capital, he became occupied with national 
events and in 1931 became MP for South 
Battersea. His career in public life was 
recognised in 1944 by the award of a 
knighthood. He retired from Parliament 
the following year, when he became Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Master Builders. 

The genial and kindly side of Sir 
Harry’s character was equalled only by 
his forthrightness. In 1954, as a protest 
against the ‘target’ for bricklaying set 
by the Ministry of Works, which he con- 
sidered at 200 laid per working day to 
be ‘ absurdly small,’ he completed a four- 
course wall of 200 bricks in 58 minutes. 
He was then 73 years of age. The 
demonstration took place in the court- 
yard of the House of Commons with the 
late Mr. George Hicks, then Parlia- 
mentary Secretary MoW as a spectator. 
Afterwards, Sir Harry stated that 800 
bricks a day on ordinary cottage property 
was a reasonable target to set.

Planning Control of Farm 
Buildings 
CLA’s Comments 


AS THE GOVERNMENT have now decided 
that some form of planning control of 
large farm buildings is desirable, states 
the Country Landowners’ Association, the 
present proposals seem the fairest way in 
which to exercise that control. The pos- 
sible alternatives to this method, says the 
Association, would have been far more 
irksome to landowners and farmers. They 
include: 

(a) Control by what are known as 
‘Article 4 Directions.” These generally 
have the effect of bringing all farm build- 
ings under control in a given area, and 
there is no right of appeal against the 
making of such a direction. The CLA 
hopes that in those isolated cases where 
the Minister has imposed such directions 
with the primary object of controlling 
broiler houses, they will now be revoked. 

(b) The control of broiler houses by 
definition. The principle of exercising 
planning control of a building by refer- 
ence to its function would seem to be 
unsatisfactory. It is a planning autho- 
rity’s job to consider siting, design and 
appearance—not the use to which a build- 
ing is put. In any case, it seems impos- 
sible to find a satisfactory definition of 
a broiler house. 

{c) The limitation of planning control 
to large buildings, which are more likely 
than smaller ones to impinge on their 
rural setting, seems to be reasonably fair. 
Plans for these buildings will probably 
be available in any case, so the applica- 
tion by the landowner for planning 
approval should not be unduly onerous.

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Sites for ‘Heliports’ 


IN RAISING the subject of helicopter 
passenger services, MR. NORMAN DODDS 
asked the Minister of Aviation on Feb- 
ruary 19 what progress was being made 
in providing suitably equipped heliports 
in or near the centre of London, and 
what were the proposals. He wanted to 
know if they were still considering the 
plan which he had put forward in 1952. 
During the last few days he had been 
talking to people in the helicopter world 
and they believed that there was a future 
for this and that a heliport was what 
would be needed over Charing Cross 
Station, or in a similar position, in the 
near future. 

MR. G. RIPPON, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Aviation, said there had been 
a considerable number of applications to 
the Air Transport Advisory Council 
which showed that plans to introduce 
scheduled helicopter services were being 
developed by British European Airways 
and independent operators. These had 
not yet been heard. It was not their 
intention to allow the various interests to 
stake out claims in advance before there 
were any real prospects of the commercial 
operation of these routes. Before the 
services could be introduced it would be 
necessary to have suitably-equipped heli- 
ports. Landing sites had been made avail- 
able as and when required for the various 
services now operating but the real need 
for permanent sites would arise with the 
introduction of multi-engined machines. 

Responsibility for heliports outside the 
London area rested with the local 
authorities and they were encouraging 
them to make provision for these in their 
development plans. In the London area, 
at Battersea, a small heliport was operat- 
ing satisfactorily to deal with present 
traffic, but comprehensive facilities were 
being considered by a special committee 
which was appointed last July. This 
committee hoped to present an interim 
report fairly soon. It was particularly 
considering possible sites. He would not 
list them all but could assure Mr. Dodds 
that Charing Cross Station was among 
them. 


Hospital Building and 
Private Architects 


MR. BOYDEN asked the Minister of Health, 
on February 22, how the cost of employ- 
ing private architects for hospital build- 
ing compared with the cost of similar 
work performed by the architectural 
staffs of the regional hospital boards. 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.— Precise assess- 
ment is not possible, but there is 
normally a small saving on the cost of 
the project when the work is done by 
architects on the staff of Regional 
Hospital Boards.’ 

MR. BOYDEN.— In view of the projected 
larger programme of hospital building, 
will the Minister take steps to see that 
the pay and conditions of architects of 
regional hospital boards are brought

closer to those of architects in private 
practice, and also consult his colleagues 
in other departments to see that there is 
an adequate supply of architects available 
for training for both short-term and long- 
term appointments? ’ 

MR. WALKER-SMITH.—‘ A joint review of 
salaries of architects of regional hospital 
boards was undertaken in January 1959 
on the agreement of both sides of the 
Whitley Council. There have been pro- 
posals and counter proposals in regard to 
the remuneration of architects and I 
understand that an arbitration is now 
pending.’ 


Safety in Civil Engineering 


THERE were cheers principally from 
Labour MPs when MR. EDWARD HEATH, 
Minister of Labour, announced on Febru- 
ary 24 that he proposed to extend the 
definition of ‘ work of engineering con- 
struction’ in the Factories Acts to in- 
clude virtually all civil and constructional 
engineering work, and that he hoped to 
make regulations before Easter. 

Questioned about the introduction of 
safety regulations following the fatal 
accident on the new Barton Bridge, Mr. 
Heath recalled that the recommendations 
of the inquest jury were, first, that the 
main contractor should appoint a fully 
qualified co-ordination officer and, 
second, that legislation would be intro- 
duced to ensure the safety of all con- 
cerned with this type of work. 

On the first, he was glad to say that 
the main contractor had appointed a full- 
time professional consultant engineer and 
a full-time safety officer on the site. On 
the second recommendation there had 
been discussions with interested organisa- 
tions in recent months and he was now 
taking action on the following lines. He 
then announced the proposal to extend 
the definition of ‘work of engineering 
construction ’ with regulations being made 
before Easter and added—‘A prelimin- 
ary draft of special regulations to cover 
lifting operations on all types of construc- 
tion work was issued on February 17. 
Regulations dealing with general safety 
provisions on construction work are being 
drafted and will be sent out shortly. A 
statutory draft of regulations covering 
diving operations was published earlier 
this week.’ 

SIR SAMUEL STOREY asked if the regula- 
tions would be enforced by the Factory 
Inspectorate and, if so, was the Minister 
satisfied he would have adequate man- 
power qualified to look after this work? 
Would he also ask the Minister of Trans- 
port to make it a condition when making 
grants to local authorities to undertake 
civil engineering contracts on his behalf, 
that they should appoint safety officers 
as had now been done at Barton Bridge? 
MR. HEATH pointed out that the respon- 
sibility for these arrangements rested on 
the employer and not on the local 
authority, but he would discuss the point 
with the Minister of Transport. Under 


the regulations, inspection would rest 
with the Factory Inspectorate, the num- 
bers of which had increased since the 
1959 Act. 

DR. STROSS asked if the Minister would 
appoint to the Factory Inspectorate 
inspectors who had professional qualifi- 
cations in building construction or in civil 
engineering, and to what extent such 
inspectors were now aVailable. 

MR. HEATH.—'‘ Inspectors with these 
qualifications are already in post. At 
present eleven inspectors have profes- 
sional qualifications or equivalent 
academic qualifications in building or 
civil engineering. Seven of them are 
stationed in divisions or districts; the 
remainder are at headquarters but are 
available to help divisional or district 
staff when necessary.’ 


Changes in Planning 
Powers 


AS A RESULT of his consultations with the 
interests concerned with broiler houses, 
MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, announced in a 
written Parliamentary answer on Febru- 
ary 24 that he had concluded that all 
large agricultural buildings should be 
brought under planning control in order 
to ensure that they were sited with due 
regard to local amenities. 

He said:—‘I have today laid before 
Parliament an order to amend the Town 
and Country Planning General Develop- 
ment Order, 1950, for this purpose. The 
order, which will come into force 
tomorrow, will apply to agricultural 
buildings or groups of buildings which 
exceed 5,000 sq. ft. in area. I am today 
sending a circular to local planning 
authorities to advise them of the factors 
to be taken into account in the exercise 
of this control and stressing the import- 
ance of consultation and co-operation 
between the authorities and farmers and 
landowners in this matter.’ 

THE MINISTER has also amended The 
Town and Country Planning (Use Classes) 
Order, 1950, so that the change of use 
of a shop to use for the sale of motor 
vehicles will constitute development re- 
quiring planning permission. He says he 
is concerned primarily with the effect 
which these changes of use may have on 
road traffic and, in certain circumstances, 
on local amenity. It is not his intention 
to place unnecessary restrictions on the 
development of the motor trade in 
response to public demand; and he asks 
planning authorities to withhold permis- 
sion for such a change of use only if 
satisfied that the particular proposal is 
objectionable on traffic grounds or for 
some other substantial reason. 


The Cost of Land 
THE BURDEN which the high cost of land 
was imposing on local authorities plus the 
effect on building programmes was men- 
tioned by several Labour MPs on Feb- 
ruary 25 during a debate on an Opposi-

tion motion calling for a fresh inquiry 
into the financial relationship between 
central and local government. 

MR. JAMES MACCOLL said the Opposition 
accepted the need for increased expendi- 
ture for the expansion of local authority 
services. That put an increased burden 
on the rates and they wondered whether 
the Government were paying their fair 
share of the heavier cost. The increase 
in the rate of interest had had an enor- 
mous effect on local authorities. Then 
there was the cost of land, something due 
to the policy of the Government. 

He was not saying whether the policy 
was right or wrong, but as a result of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1959, 
local authorities had to pay full market 
value for land; not just existing use value, 
which would sound reasonable and fair, 
but the development value, taking into 


account all future development which 
was often carried out by the same 
authority that bought the land. If it was 


argued that this was good policy then the 
cost of carrying out services the Govern- 
ment required should fall on central 
Government funds and not on the rates. 
It was also absurd to keep derating indus- 
trial hereditaments. 


Policy of Expansion 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, moving a Government 
amendment which, after a division, was 
agreed to, said both parties were dedi- 
cated to expansion. There had been a 
greatly increased volume of housing, on 
an average 30 per cent above the 
Socialist record, an enormous increase in 
the number of houses built for the 
elderly and a huge campaign which 
already had rehoused 600,000 people from 
the slums. These extra services had to 
be paid for and as they were of local 
benefit, it was right that part of the cost 
should fall on the local ratepayer. Split- 
ting the extra cost between taxpayer and 
ratepayer was in exactly the same pro- 


portion as it had been since the war. 


There had been no complaint from local 
authorities about the general grant but 
if they had any disagreement about dis- 
tribution the Minister would be glad to 
hear from them. 


Loan charges accounted for only 10 per 
cent of total local authority expenditure 
and charges on loans borne in a single 
year only, on average, 10 per cent of that. 
The result on the rate burden of an 
increase of one per cent in Bank rate 
would have a trivial influence on rates as 
a whole, but, of course, it could be 
extremely important in its effect on an 
individual house or group of houses. 
Differential rent schemes were the way 
to temper the wind of rising interest rates 


to the individual tenant who could not 
afford to pay. 
He found it extraordinary that Mr. 


MacColl was able to attack the Govern- 
ment on the cost of land while reserving 
the decision whether the Government's 
policy was right or wrong. Mr. MacColl 
agreed with the policy of holding the 
Green Belt and knew as well as he that 
this was an overcrowded island with 
limited land. Objection had been made 
to market price being paid for land com- 
pulsorily acquired. He did not know 
whether the Labour Party wanted to go 
on record as being opposed to market 
price, but the increase in the purchase 
price of land to market value, as a result 
of the 1959 Act, was taken into account 
in assessing the first General Grant. The 
poorer local authorities had the benefit 
of rate deficiency grant, and specific 
grants, particularly for housing, came to 
the help of all concerned. 

MR. WILLIAM BLYTON Said the average 
building tender for a council house had 
not altered much. In 1952 it was £1,391 
and in 1959 it was £1,500 but there was 
a different picture with interest charges. 
The Minister should have told them that 
262 councils had ceased building although 
the need for houses continued in their 
areas. 

DR. H. 


KING Said every local authority 
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to-day was fleeced when it bought land 
for houses, schools and fire stations. 
Good local governing and steady develop- 
ment of housing and school programmes 
were jeopardised by the fantastic price of 
land. 

MR. MICHAEL STEWART Said that two 
types of ‘emergency ambulance action’ 
were needed—some kind of preferential 
treatment for local authorities on interest 
rates and the full re-rating of industrial 
hereditaments. 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, said the formula 
of the general grant to local authorities 
would be under re-examination in the 
course of the next few months with the 
local authority associations before the 
general grant was fixed for the period 


beginning next year. Any changes in 
interest rates consequent on the recent 
rise in Bank rate must be entirely 
marginal. 


What was meant when Dr. King talked 
about local authorities being ‘ fleeced’ on 
the cost of land ? Was it meant that local 
authorities should have power to buy land 
compulsorily below market value? The 
Government carried through the Town 
and Country Planning Act 1959 with, he 
thought, the goodwill of virtually the 
whole country and if the Opposition now 
said that local authorities were being 
unfairly charged because they were hav- 
ing to pay market value, they would not 
carry public opinion with them. He saw 
no cases for a fresh inquiry into the 
financial relationship between central and 
local government. 


Accommodation for MPs 


MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT are on the 
warpath complaining about their accom- 
modation facilities in the Palace of West- 
minster, and on February 23 LORD JOHN 
HOPE, Minister of Works, answered a 
series of questions including one by Mrs. 
CASTLE asking what decisions had so far 
been reached about the extensive build- 
ing operations visualised by the Select 
Committee on Accommodation, 1953-54. 
THE MINISTER replied that he was con- 
sidering various plans for providing addi- 
tional accommodation for the use of 
MPs, and as a first step he was making 
available space in Nos. 6-7 Old Palace 
Yard, as already announced on December 
1 last. This would be ready at the begin- 
ning of March. 

During the exchanges, MR. DONNELLY 
commented that there was no answer to 
this problem except the building of a 
private office block for the House of 
Commons. Could the Minister tell them 
whether any consideration was now being 
given to that? 

LORD JOHN HOPE replied: ‘ Considera- 
tion of that problem, as of other similar 
problems, is being given.’ 

THE MINISTER added that he realised 
the House wanted something substantial 
done and that members did not want the 
accommodation to be too far away. 
Within these limits he was sure they 
realised it would not be easy to find a 
solution but he was doing his best to find 
one.

Hard Shoulders on M1 


Criticism of the state of the hard 
shoulders on Ml was referred to in a 
question to the Government in the House 
of Lords on February 11 by EARL HOWE. 

LORD CHESHAM, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Transport, replied that 
the hard shoulders of grass construction 
on the motorway were still immature and 
not fully consolidated. The Minister was 
aware that in places they had received 
much heavier usage than was expected 
and had suffered considerable damage in 
consequence. 

He added: ‘ All the Chief Constables 
concerned have commented adversely on 
the state of the grass shoulders in their 
reports about traffic conditions on the 
motorway, and have drawn attention to 
the difficulties which arise when heavy 
vehicles have to stop on the motorway in 
emergency. The Minister is giving urgent 
consideration to the steps which can be 
taken to strengthen the construction of 
the grass shoulders.’ 


Issue of IDCs 


There was no variation of practice in 
granting or refusing industrial develop- 
ment certificates between the various 
regions of the country depending on 
which official was in charge, explained 
MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Board of Trade, in an adjournment 
debate on February 11. ‘ The decision in 
cases of difficulty is taken by me per- 
sonally,’ he added, ‘and in some cases 
where an appeal is made, I review the 
decision, and previous decisions have, in 
the past, been reversed.’ 


Loans for New Steelworks 


Under the provisions of the Iron and 
Steel (Financial Provisions) Bill, published 
on February 11, loans will be able to be 
made from the Consolidated Fund of up 
to £50m. to Colvilles, Ltd., for the con- 
struction of a strip mill at Ravenscraig, 
Lanarkshire, and up to £70m. to Richard 
Thomas and Baldwins for the expansion 
of sheet capacity at Newport. 


Architectural Advice on Roads 


MR. MALCOLM MACPHERSON asked the 
Secretary of State for Scotland what pro- 
vision he made in the design of new 
roads, and in particular new motorways, 
for bringing architectural advice to bear 
from the earliest stages. 

MR. J. S. MACLAY wrote in reply on 
February 16.—‘ The design of new roads 
is principally an engineering matter but 
where necessary I can be advised, not 
only by my engineers, but also by my 
planning and architectural staff. Where 
important structures are involved, the 
views of the Royal Fine Art Commission 
for Scotland are obtained and 
independent architectural advice may be 
sought.’ 


Land for Housing, Scotland 


Asked how many acres in Scotland had 
been used for new housing schemes from 
1950 to 1959 inclusive, MR. T. G. D. 
GALBRAITH, Under Secré@fary, Scottish 
Office, said on February 16.—‘ No exact 
figure is available, but it is estimated 


that some 29,000 acres were used for new 
housing schemes in that period, not all 
of which is lost to agriculture.’ 


Reconstruction Work, Mauritius 


The Colonial Secretary, MR. IAIN 
MACLEOD, indicated during questions on 
February 16 that discussions were pro- 
ceeding with a Mauritius delegation 
about financing the work of reconstruc- 
tion in Mauritius which was severely 
damaged by a hurricane recently. Stating 
that he could not anticipate the con- 
clusion of these talks, Mr. Macleod said 
the direct cost of the work to the Govern- 
ment of Mauritius appeared to be about 
£900,000. The proposals put to HM 
Government covered about £6.5m. and 
therefore clearly went beyond the ques- 
tion of replacement and must be con- 
sidered on the basis of comparative need 
as part of a reconstruction programme. 

*A new cyclone is now reported to have 


struck the island and to have caused much 
more severe damage.—Ed. 


Tilting at Westminster 


There was laughter during question 
time on February 23 when LORD JOHN 
HOPE, Minister of Works, told MPs that 
the Clock Tower of the Palace of West- 
minster was about 15 inches out of 
vertical towards the north-west, and that 


Victoria Tower was out of vertical 
towards the south-west by about the same 
amount. 

Asked by MR. LIPTON what action he 
was taking to remedy the ‘structural 
defects,’ LORD JOHN HOPE said.—‘ Both 
towers are being kept under close obser- 
vation, but there is no indication that 
the tilt is of recent development in either 
case, nor is there any cause for concern 
as to the safety of the Towers.’ 

More laughter occurred when Mr. 
Lipton commented.——‘ While we all regret 
that Parliament is not as firmly based as 
we thought, will the Minister nevertheles; 
continue to keep a watchful eye on the 
situation and try to get things 
straightened out as soon as he can? Lon- 
don has sufficient tourist attractions 
without adding the leaning towers of 
Westminster to them.’ 


Hospital Building Programme 


The Minister of Health, Mr. DEREK 
WALKER-SMITH, announced in a written 
answer on February 29 that he had asked 
Regional Hospital Boards to bring to 
completion the planning of a number of 
additional major hospital projects. A list 
of these projects, which are likely to cost 
around £20m., will be given in a sub- 
sequent issue. 


Building in the City 


New Development Near St. Paul's Approved 


A PROPOSED BUILDING over the entrance to 
St. Paul’s Underground station came 
before the Court of Common Council at 
their meeting on February 26. On the 
recommendation of the improvements 
and town planning committee, they 
granted permission on an outline-applica- 
tion for the development, subject to cer- 
tain conditions, of the site bounded by 
Newgate-street, the proposed St. Paul’s- 
place, realigned Paternoster-row and 
Panyer-alley (west side). 

The proposed development, for which 
the architects are Messrs. Gotch and 
Partners, 8 City-road, ECI, is the erec- 
tion of a 7-storey building for use as 
shops and offices, the construction of a 
new entrance to the Underground station, 
and the layout of the residual land as a 
pedestrian area. 

Another recommendation of the com- 
mittee which was passed was permission 
for the erection, subject to certain con- 
ditions, of an 18-storey office building 
with shops, a public house, a restaurant 
and a basement car park at 63 to 72 and 
parts of 73 to 77 Wood-street, part of 5 
and 6 to 17 and part of 25 to 35 Monk- 
well-street, 1 to 10 Fell-street, 155 to 159 
London Wall, parts of 2 and 8 and 3 to 
7 Winchester-avenue, parts of the rear 
portion of 2 to 6 Silver-street and the 
highways of Monkwell-street, Fell-street, 
Winchester-avenue, Salters-court and 
part of Wood-street Square (Site M in 
redevelopment unit No. 4). 

One of the conditions is that provision 
must be made for the joining up of the 
walkways along London Wall, and a con- 
necting bridge must be provided linking 
this development with the proposed 


nearby residential development. Archi- 
tects are Messrs. Bernard Gold and 
Partners, 1 Hay-hill, W1. 

The Court also gave approval to draw- 
ings and details of materials for the fol- 
lowing developments: 

Erection of a 7-storey office building, 
with a basement car park, in two stages, 
at St. James-court, 16 to 22 (even) 
Heneage-lane, part of Heneage-lane, 1 to 
4, 31 and 32 Bury-street, 9 to 15 (odd) 
and part of 17 Creechurch-lane (archi- 
tects, Messrs. Gotch and Partners, 8 City- 
road, ECl). 

Erection of a building comprising two 
basements, ground floor and six floors 
over for use as a car park in the two 
basements with entrance on part of the 
ground floor, for use in conjunction with 
the two ‘ Daily Mirror’ buildings, a pub- 
lic house on the ground floor and the 
remainder of the ground floor for com- 
mercial showrooms and six upper floors 
for use as offices, with a caretaker’s flat 
and a tank room, etc., on the roof, at 15 
and 17, Plough-place, part of 17 to 23 
Bartletts-buildings and the site extend- 
ing to New-street and Thavies Inn and 
part of 16 New-street Square (architects, 
Messrs. Anderson, Forster and Wilcox, 
of Stone Buildings, Lincoln’s Inn, WC2).

Accidents in the Building Industry 
Call for United Effort to Reduce Toll 


THE NEED for a united effort by employers 
and operatives to reduce the toll of 
accidents in the building and civil 
engineering industries, is urged by Mr. 
T. W. McCullough, Chief Inspector of 
Factories, in his introduction to a four- 
year survey of safety and health in these 
industries which was published as a 
White Paper on February 25*. 

Mr. McCullough states that although 
his annual reports have included short 
sections on accidents at building opera- 
tions and works of engineering construc- 
tion, the importance of safety, health and 
welfare in those industries, and the 
special nature of some of the problems 
have made him feel that a fuller report 
and more detailed information should be 
given from time to time. 

This report, which covers the period 
1954-58, has sections dealing with the 
law affecting safety, health and welfare 
in building and civil engineering accident 
statistics, safety training and health and 
welfare. Future reports of a similar 
character will be published covering 
periods of from three to four years. 

The decision to publish these reports 
has been welcomed by the Joint Advisory 
Committee on Safety in the Building and 
Civil Engineering Industries, which 
represents both sides, and which was set 
up in 1957 by the Minister of Labour to 
consider ways of stimulating interest in 
problems of safety and health in the 
industries with a view to reducing the 
numbers of accidents and 
health. 

During the period under review, and 
particularly in 1958, accident figures have 
risen, although it is difficult to say 
exactly what significance the rise had. 

* One thing is clear,’ the Chief Inspector 
comments, ‘there are still far too many 
accidents on construction work, and 
employers and operatives alike must con- 
tinue to use every endeavour if real pro- 
gress is to be made in making the indus- 
tries safer.’ 


dangers to 


The Legal 


The report outlines the legal require- 
ments relating to safety and health on 
building operations and works of 
engineering construction, examines some 
of the more important causes of such 
accidents and refers to some of the 
developments which have taken place in 
the methods of training for safety. The 
most encouraging of these developments 


Requirements 


has been the establishment of a number 
of safety training centres. 

These centres, the Chief Inspector 
states, can cater for only a small propor- 
tion of those employed in the industries 
and in addition to their work, it is vital 
that individual firms, trade unions and 
employers’ organisations, should pay far 
greater attention to training in safety if 
the accident record of the industries is 
to be improved. 

Dealing with the work of the Factory 
Inspectorate, he notes that the special 
problems involved in inspection arise 
from the varied nature of the operations 
and because, as work progresses, the risks 
involved on each site change from day to 
day and even from hour to_ hour. 
Normally there are about 25,000 sites in 
existence at any one time and inspection 
of them is a task of considerable magni- 
tude. Apart from inspection of sites, 
Inspectors of Factories engage in a num- 
ber of activities which help to disseminate 
information and advice about safety and 
health throughout the industries. 

‘In the last resort,” Mr. McCullough 
concludes, ‘the power to improve the 
safety record of the industries, rests with 
the industries themselves. A sense of 
responsibility and of the need for co- 
operation must pervade all ranks of 
management and workers alike if the toll 
of accidents is to be reduced.’ 

Any marked improvement in safety 
standards, the report indicates, is likely 
to be brought about only by bringing to 
the notice of all engaged on the work, 
both employers and employees, the risks 
and hazards to which they may be ex- 
posed, and the means of overcoming 
them. Recently great attention has been 
given to the problems of publicising 
accident risks in the industries and to 
providing means of educating members 
of the industries in the principles of safe 
working. 

It is particularly important that young 
persons entering the industries should be 
inducted into safe work procedures, as 
good practices developed at the begin- 
ning of their career are likely to remain 
with them. The need is greater than ever 
because of the increased numbers of 
young persons who are expected to 
enter the industries in the next few years 
because of the ‘ bulge’ in school leavers.

Basic Materials 
Averages Show Price Stability 


THE TWO YEARS 1958 and 1959 were the 
most stable for prices, both of basic 
materials and of manufactured goods, 
since the Board of Trade first introduced 
their price indices in 1949. Basic 
materials tended to rise by the end of 
last year, but in December the price index 
was still only 2 per cent above the level 
of December 1957. The Index of all 
manufactured products rose only about 
4 per cent over this period. 


The index of the cost of new construc- 
tion work remained unchanged through- 
out 1959. Building materials prices were 
fairly steady apart from an increase of 
less than one per cent in November. In 
February 1959 operatives were granted an 
increase of one penny an hour as a result 
of the sliding scale agreement which links 
the hourly wage rates of operatives in 
the construction industries to the index 
of retail prices.

IN REPLY tO MRS. LEILA CAMPBELL, who 
asked whether the new use-category C 
proposed in the Review of the Develop- 
ment Plan was sufficient to keep office 
building within reasonable limits, and 
whether it would enable his committee 
to discharge excessive or unsuitable 
development, MR. RICHARD EDMONDS 
(chairman of the Town Planning Com- 
mittee) said: ‘ This is a matter with which 
we are all concerned and which must be 
kept under constant review. It is, how- 
ever, the expectation and intention of the 
Committee that the new use-category 
should be sufficient.’ 

Asked about the increasing amount of 
vacant office space in central London mr. 
EDMONDS said that no definite informa- 
tion was known and no special action 
was contemplated. 


Incentive Scheme 


MR. J. A. PARKER asked the chairmen of 
the Housing and Finance Committees 
whether the Council had a _ bonus 
incentive scheme for general maintenance 
work on its dwellings. MR. FISKE, replying 
for both committees, said that there was 
such a scheme, though not compulsory, 
on work that could be properly evaluated. 


The Housing Situation 
MR. ROBERT VIGARS asked the chairman 
of the Housing Committee about the 
large numbers of applicants on the revised 
waiting list for each dwelling likely to be 
completed from 1960 to 1962. Mr. Vigars 
also asked whether, in view of the heavy 
demand for the larger type of dwelling, 
the programme could not be adjusted to 
provide more of this size.

Swedish Prefabricated ‘ Hearts’ for Houses 


£7m. German Order Under Negotiation 


A SCHEME that is likely to result in a most 
interesting Swedish-German  collabora- 
tion on the building-technical front is at 
present the subject of negotiations 
between the Swedish contractors AB 
Skanska Cementgjuteriet, Malmé, a num- 
ber of Cologne industries and the Bonn 
authorities. The negotiations pertain to 
the Germans building 5,000 single-family 
houses with Swedish methods and 
Swedish technical assistance, states the 
Swedish International Press Bureau, 
Stockholm. 

A representative of Skanska Cement- 
gjuteriet, Mr. Bo Bouvin, states that his 
company has agreed to build 18 experi- 
mental units for German inspection. The 
two German architects who designed the 
houses have visited the Swedish com- 
pany to study their building methods. 

What has particularly caught the 
interest of the Cologne planners is the 
compact prefabricated ‘heart’ made by 
Skanska Cementgjuteriet and extensively 


used in Swedish housing construction. It 
consists of a central concrete unit con- 
taining bathroom, toilet, laundry, heating 
boiler and hotwater producer and a fully 
equipped semi-kitchen, round which the 
house is built up with any desired build- 
ing material. The ‘heart’ which—for 
Swedish use—is being quantity produced 
at one of Skanska Cementgjuteriet’s fac- 
tories, contains very comprehensive 
equipment and can be taken into imme- 
diate use as soon as plumbing and elec- 
tricity have been connected up. The 
units are delivered on pallets via rail or 
trailer. 

If the housing scheme materialises— 
of which the Swedish company has good 
hopes—this would entail a contract worth 
nearly £7m. The houses are intended for 
the employees of three large Cologne 
industries, Ford, Esso and the plastics 
manufacturers Glansdorff, and _ they 
would constitute together an _ entire 
suburb. 


Reconstructed Stone 


Some Notes on its Use in Building 


‘OVER THE PAST FEW YEARS, and in com- 
pany with other manufacturers of recon- 
structed stone, we have been very con- 
cerned at the growing tendency towards 
the use of smaller and smaller sections of 
reconstructed stone in the design of 
buildings (writes Mr. C. J. Tatham, 
general manager of John Ellis and Sons, 
Ltd.). This has resulted in damage in 
handling and fixing with resultant delays 
in progress on the site due to the time 
taken to manufacture replacements. 

‘As this firm have had over 50 years’ 
experience in the manufacture of all types 
of reconstructed stone, we have prepared 
some notes which we feel would be help- 
ful in indicating the minimum dimensions 
which, from our past experience, are 


desirable from the angle of production 
and satisfaction in use. 

* We suggest that the minimum dimen- 
sions of any section should not be less 
than 2} in., and the minimum cross-sec- 
tional area of stone 11 sq. in.; as far as 
lengths of stone are concerned, we are of 
the opinion that sections of 11 sq. in. 
should not exceed 3 ft. in length, sections 
of 30 sq. in. should not exceed 4 ft. in 
length, and sections of 45 sq. in. not more 
than 6 ft. in length. 

‘This information is intended as a 
guide and applies to reconstructed stone 
comprising a facing of crushed natural 
stone and white cement with a backing 
of granite concrete; it is hoped that it 
may prove useful to architects and others.’ 
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W. G. FISKE said that the Council were 
making available more large dwellings by 
the purchase of existing properties and 
conversion where necessary. * The liabili- 
ties which govern the Council’s housing 
programme,’ he continued, ‘spread far 
beyond the waiting list and include re- 
housing from clearance operations. This 
matter will be the subject of a compre- 
hensive review when the results of the 
survey of occupation of the Council's 
dwellings are known.’ 

In connection with the review of the 
housing waiting list for 1960-62, MR. 
VIGARS asked whether the chairman of 
the Housing Committee would arrange 
for housing applicants to be informed of 
the present situation with a view to en- 
couraging those who could to seek their 
own accommodation. He was referring 
to the present estimated rate of 1,000 
successful applicants per year and the 
possibility that the last applicant on the 
list would not be offered accommodation 
for 54 years. 

MR. FISKE Stated in reply that the 
Council were expecting to house a con- 
siderable number of applicants in new 
and expanded towns. Many applicants 
would be housed through clearance 
operations and others on various priority 
grounds; a number would be housed by 
the Metropolitan Borough Councils and 
it was hoped that private enterprise 
would make some contribution. He con- 
cluded by saying that the position had 
been made clear to all applicants. 


Motor Works Expansion 
Proposed Merseyside Development 


IN ORDER to meet the rising demand for 
cars and commercial vehicles manufac- 
turers are formulating plans for expansion 
over the next few years. In addition to 
certain new buildings in the Luton/ 
Dunstable area, Vauxhall Motors Ltd. 
propose to construct a new commercial 
vehicle factory on the south side of the 
River Mersey. 

Stage I, which is expected to take two 
years to complete, covers the erection of 
buildings to house a press shop, facilities 
for body build, paint and trim, and the 
final assembly of commercial vehicles, 
together with buildings and plant for 
associated services. Stage II is planned to 
cover the further development of the site 
into a highly integrated commercial 
vehicle plant. 

Concurrently with the development of 
the new factory on Merseyside, certain 
less extensive building projects will be 
undertaken at the present sites in the 
Luton and Dunstable areas. At Dunstable 
work will start, as soon as planning per- 
mission is obtained. 

At Luton, new construction is confined 
to a new building to house the company’s 
medical and rehabilitation headquarters, 
personnel and welfare activities and 
additional canteen facilities; and an 
extension to present office accommoda- 
tion for technical staff. The company has 
under consideration at a later stage the 
construction of a new design and research 
headquarters on company-owned land. 

Stage I of the programme is estimated 
to cost about £30m.

The main Chapel framework consists of three 3-pinned precast arches 29’6” high x 380” wide at 12’0” centres which, together 
with a prestressed precast gable end frame 35’0” high x 40’0” wide overall, support the upper and lower roof frames which 
form a bracing system and support a conventional roof cladding of tiles on timber rafters. 


Special considerations determined the foundation design which had to allow for mining subsidence, and a high standard of 
finish was laid down for the concrete superstructure—much of which would be exposed. 


The whole of the precast work was carried out to a rigid specification on an adjacent site. The arches were cast in halves, the 
roof frames were cast complete in 12’0” bay lengths and the prestressed frame was cast as a number of small elements, approxi- 
mately 5’0” x 4’0” overall which were subsequently assembled on the site, stressed and erected as one unit. 

Aesthetic considerations played an important part in the design of the members.

TGA KO23 
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A HISTORY OF MODERN ARCHITECTURE. By 
Jiirgen Joedicke. (London: The Archi- 
tectural Press.) Price 45s. net. 


THERE was room for a good, well illus- 
trated history of the modern movement 
in architecture, and Professor Joedicke, 
who teaches at the Technische Hoch- 
schule in Stuttgart, has provided it in 
this book, which is translated from the 
German by Mr. James C. Palmes. The 
author treats the subject under four 
general headings:—The Age of the 
Pioneers; Masters of Modern Architec- 
ture; Extension and Development; and 
the Contribution of the Nations, and gives 
a lucid and straightforward account of 
developments from Paxton to Candela. 
Frank Lloyd Wright is relegated, no 
doubt rightly, to the pioneers, for he 
refused to conform to any ‘school’ and 
remained an individualistic experimenter 
to the end; but it is not quite clear why 
only three men—Gropius, Mies van der 
Rohe and Le Corbusier—should be 
named as the Masters of Modern Archi- 
tecture. There are not a few others who, 
though not perhaps such outstanding 
personalities, could be allowed to qualify 
as ‘ Masters,’ and, in fact, though they 
are not so called, they and their works 
are duly discussed elsewhere in the book. 
Professor Joedicke gives a clear account 
of the part played in the development 
of modern architecture by new structural 
materials and techniques and by new 
spatial concepts, and he draws no distinc- 
tion between architecture and structural 
engineering. Thus he is able to do justice 
to the great structural engineers who 
helped to widen the bounds of architec- 
ture—men such as Hennebique in rein- 
forced concrete; Dutert and Contamin in 
structural steel with their immense 
Machinery Hall at the Paris International 
Exhibition of 1889; Trauer (the Nervi of 
his period) who collaborated with Max 
Berg in 1912 in the design of that vast 
reinforced concrete umbrella-like roof of 
the Century Hall, Breslau; Freyssinet, 
Maillart, Nervi, and many others. 


Who invented the curtain wall? Few 
probably could say. Many, no doubt, 
remembering the Bauhaus at Dessau, 
1925-26, would say Gropius, but they 
would be wrong. The first instance of 
the pure curtain wall is found, oddly 
enough, in the otherwise somewhat Art 
Nouveauish Hallidie Building, San Fran- 
cisco, erected in 1918 from the designs 
of Willie Jefferson Polk, nearly eight 
years before the Bauhaus. Did Gropius 
know of this or did he evolve his version 
independently ? Professor Joedicke does 
not say. 


Perhaps the least satisfactory section 
of the book is that dealing with ‘ The 
Contributions of the Nations,’ in which 
the work of eleven countries—Great 
Britain, France, Holland, Germany, Swit- 
zerland, Sweden, Denmark, Finland, Italy, 
Brazil, and the USA—is rather summarily 
reviewed in a total of about seventy

pages. The British section is notably 
superficial. In any account of the modern 
movement in this country one would 
expect to find some mention of, say, T. S. 
Tait, Joseph Emberton, or, to be up-to- 
date, Sir Hugh Casson, yet these and 
other important names are missing. Per- 
haps one should not expect too much 
from a general history. One small correc- 
tion to the Notes (p. 238): the train sheds 
of St. Pancras Station, London (1868), 
were designed not by Sir G. G. Scott 
but by W. H. Barlow. 


Neither too technical for the layman 
nor too popular for the specialist, this 
book should have a wide appeal. It is 
lavishly illustrated and beautifully pro- 
duced. 


LIGHTING IN ARCHITECTURE. By Walter 
Kohler and Wassili Luckhardt. (New 
York: Reinhold Publishing Corpora- 
tion. London: Chapman and Hall.) 
Price 120s. net. 


ILLUMINATING engineering, like so many 
other aspects of modern building design, 
is so complex and technical a matter that 
the architect faced with unusual problems 
is generally glad of expert advice. For a 
grasp of the principles, the practice and 
the aesthetic possibilities of artificial 
lighting, he can turn to books such as the 
one under notice, which has been trans- 
lated from the German and reprinted in 
the USA. It is in three parts, (1) a ‘ pic- 
torial narrative’ (a selection of photo- 
graphs, exterior and interior, of mainly 
Continental and American buildings, re- 
produced in monochrome and colour); 
(2) an illuminating engineer’s ‘ exposition 
of his field for the benefit of other 
specialists’; and (3) a description and 
criticism of some existing installations. 
The book shows very effectively the 
applications and resources of modern arti- 
ficial lighting. It is significant that in 
nearly every example illustrated the light 
source is concealed. Is the time overdue 
for a revival of the finely-designed inde- 
pendent fitting? This is an expensive 
book, but the high cost is no doubt justi- 
fied by the high quality of the production. 


PLAYGROUNDS AND RECREATION SPACES. 
Introduction by Alfred Ledermann and 
Alfred Trachsel. Translated by Ernst 
Priefert. (London: The Architectural 
Press.) Price 63s. net. 


THERE is nothing new about the idea of 
playgrounds and recreation spaces; the 
LCC, for example, were providing them in 
public parks, with equipment such as 
swings, see-saws, horizontal bars and 
roundabouts, sixty or seventy years ago. 
In densely populated areas, of course, 
there were never enough of them, and 
large numbers of children had nowhere 
to play but the streets. What is new 
about them is the attention given to their 
design and the great variety of equipment 
often provided—paddling pools, sandpits, 
climbing towers, tunnels for crawling 
through, slides, bollards for leap-frog,

mazes, even old disused vehicles to climb 
on and sit in. 


It has to be admitted that much more 
has been done in some other countries 
in the planning of playgrounds and 
recreation spaces, not only for children 
of all age groups but also for adults, 
than has been done here. The authors 
of this book, two of Europe’s leading 
playground designers, after some short 
introductory essays, illustrate and des- 
cribe a great variety of examples from 
many countries, chiefly European and 
American. They range from small, inex- 
pensive schemes to large ones covering 
many acres. With the appalling casualties 
on the roads, involving large numbers of 
children, much more will have to be done 
in the provision of such play-spaces. 
Planners in search of ideas could not do 
better than turn to this comprehensive 
and handsomely produced book. It is of 
German origin, the text being printed in 
English and German. 


THE SCULPTURES OF THE PARTHENON. By 
P. E. Corbett. (Penguin Books, Har 
mondsworth, Middlesex.) Price 5s. 

IN this small book, after a brief account 

of the Parthenon from its building in the 

fifth century, Bc, to modern times, with 
emphasis on some of the more painful 
incidents of its chequered story, such as 
the remodelling of the fifth century, aD, 

the bombardment by the Turks in 1687, 

which largely wrecked it, and the removal 

of sculptures and reliefs by Lord Elgin in 

1799, the author gives a luminous des- 

cription of the sculptures of the metopes, 

the Panathenaic frieze, and the pedi- 
ments, followed by 40 plates of photo- 
graphic reproductions. Other illustrations 

include a plan of the Acropolis and a 

sectional drawing of the Parthenon show- 

ing the positions of the sculptures. 

What was the actual share of Pheidias 
in this work? The author holds that, 
although on any view he could have done 
little or none of the actual carving, so 
great is the quantity of sculpture, so 
short the period in which it was com- 
pleted, the frieze and the pediments at 
least reveal ‘the characteristic manifes- 
tations of a single powerful and original 
mind; for the metopes the indications 
are less clear, and one must suppose that 
if the same man did in fact play a part 
in their creation his influence was more 
restricted.” 


This is a scholarly little monograph 
that should appeal to all students of 
Classic art.

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Housing the Old: a Reconnaissance 
The Main Points to Consider and Some Interesting Practical Examples 


By S. K. Ruck, lately Senior Simon Research Fellow, Manchester University 


1. The Need 


PROVIDING ACCOMMODATION for the old is 
or should be one of the chief preoccupa- 
tions of housing authorities today, for 
three main reasons. First, there are more 
old people than there have ever been, and 
it is the oldest who are increasing fastest 
in numbers. Thus between 1951 and 1958, 
those of 65 and over increased by 10.4 
per cent, 75 and over by 22.3 per cent and 
those 80 and over by 34 per cent. By 
1970 there will be over a million octo- 
genarians in the country—ten times a3 
many as a century ago. 

Second, old people occupy a high pro- 
portion of available accommodation in 
the country. The 1951 census showed that 
of private households of one or two per- 
sons with the head of the household over 
the age of 60, 62.5 per cent comprised 
four rooms or more. If smaller suitable 
units of accommodation were available, 
and if the old people could be persuaded 
to move into them, the country’s whole 
housing problem would be virtually 
solved overnight. 

Third, the anticipation that 
National Assistance Act, 1948, would 
meet the accommodation needs of the 
aged, and that this was a welfare rather 
than a housing problem, have not been 
fulfilled. Not only are there waiting lists 
nearly everywhere for Part III Homes, 
but many of those in them, or awaiting 
admission, would prefer to be in homes 
of their own. 

Some housing authorities are doing 
little or nothing about the situation. The 
following have as yet provided no old 
people’s bungalows: 

8 County Boroughs 
20 Metropolitan Boroughs 


the 


57 non-County Boroughs 
106 Urban District Councils 
95 Rural District Councils 


In addition, 13 non-county boroughs, 
56 UDCs and 70 RDCs have, as yet, pro- 
vided neither old people’s bungalows nor 
one-roomed flats.* 

On the other hand, a large number of 
local authorities and many voluntary 
organisations are doing a great deal, and 
the proportion of newly-built one-bed- 
room dwellings is steadily rising. The 
most striking, though not surprising, 
feature of these activities is their wide 
variety. It is not surprising, because 
there are a number of considerations to 


be taken into account in housing old 
people, and the relative importance 
attached to them can lead to a great 


diversity of provision. In this article an 
attempt is made to enumerate the most 
important of these considerations, and to 
give examples of the provision made by 
various local authorities and voluntary 
organisations as a result of the weight 
attached to one or more of them. 


2. Assistance and Supervision 


That the elderly section of the popula- 
tion have special housing needs arises 
from two distinct factors which often get 
confused. The first is that housing needs 
depend on size of household, and in the 
normal family cycle the size of household 
where the parents have reached the ages 
of 45-60 has generally been reduced to 
two. Any marked decline in physical 
powers, which is the second factor 
involved, does not normally occur till

perhaps 20 years later. It is then that a 
special type of housing becomes desirable, 
in addition to a smaller amount of accom- 
modation. 


The bulk of the special accommodation 
for the aged, in the form of old people’s 
bungalows, has thus fallen between two 
stools, since it has gone to the able 
bodied of pensionable age. Those under 
that age (and there are six million people 
in the country aged 50-59) have often 
not been eligible, and only from the point 
of view of size and layout 
specially adapted to the 
very old.

Because certain groups were left largely 
unprovided for, especially in the earlier 
years after the war, that is not to say 
that what has been provided has not met 
an urgent need. . Most people of pension- 
able age require appropriate house room 
only; their social needs are taken care of 
by relatives and friends with the aid of 
the domiciliary welfare services. 

There are, however, those who are out 
of reach of their relatives, and those who 
have none. The number of the former 
has been artificially swollen by modern 
hcusing policy, as has been vividly shown 
bv Peter Townsend,* and one suggestion 
which has been made for counteracting 
this tendency is the provision of * grannie 
plus’ flats. 

No 


large authority has as yet built 
these as part of a peripheral housing 
estate, but three smaller authorities, 


Welwyn Garden City, Aylesbury and Wal- 
sall have experimented with them. Those 
in Walsall have only just been opened 
and their value is not yet established, but 
the experiences of Aylesbury and Welwyn 
have been illuminating. Aylesbury built 
one such flat, but found it impossible to 
let for the purpose intended: it is now in 
fact inhabited by a married couple with 
an aged parent, but the married couple 
sleep in the grannie plus flat because the 
husband has a heart affliction, and the 
aged parent sleeps upstairs. 

The failure was attributed to the fact 
that the grannie plu; flat inevitably cost 
more than an additional bedroom and the 
higher rent deters potential applicants. 
It may also be that those who are pre- 
pared to have in-laws under their roof 
are ready to improvise arrangements in 
existing dwellings if there is room, and 
those who do not regard a grannie plus 
flat as a little too close. In Welwyn, 
which provided six such dwellings, the 
difficulty arose when grannie died. Who 
was then to live in grannie’s bed sitter? 
At the present time only one of the six 
dwellings has the family grannie in resi 
dence. 

Old people who are without nearby 
relatives, as with the years they become 
increasingly handicapped by the infirmi 
ties of age, increasingly feel a sense of 
loneliness and of insecurity, in the know-

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ledge that they are prone to falls and 
heart failure. 

For these, and once again it is to be 
remembered that there are now nearly a 
million over-eighties in the country, 
something more than the right size of 
house is required, and their needs are 
being increasingly met throughout the 
country by the provision of grouped 
dwellings with welfare services. 

This provision, though it reproduces 
many features of the old almshouses, is 
new as a local government activity since 
the war. The pioneers appear to be Stur- 
minster in Dorset, who opened their pro- 
totype in 1948. At that time a Govern- 
ment grant was available only in respect 
of completely self-contained dwellings, 
and county council grants to district 
councils for the provision of Welfare Ser- 
vices could only be given with the con- 
sent of the Minister. 

Cuckfield District Council subsequently 
built a scheme with shared bathrooms and 
lavatories, forgoing the grant, and as a 
result of the success of this experiment, 
the ‘self-contained’ requirement was 
modified, Thingoe RDC, Norfolk, and 
Spilsby, Lincs., being the first authorities 
to attract grants for a scheme with shared 
facilities. Thingoe’s reasons for this pro- 
vision are interesting—‘ The conviction 
that it should provide something beyond 
the normal local housing authority dwel- 
ling for the housing of the elderly arose 
from the reports which the Council re- 
ceived from its health officers at the 
commencement of the slum clearance 
survey under the Housing Repairs and 
Rents Act, 1954, which showed that the

majority of unfit cottages were occupied 
by old people living alone, and the 
annual reports of the Medical Officer of 
Health also showed that the proportion 
of elderly people in the rural district was 
increasing year by year.’ 

In 1957 the Ministry issued a circular 
(18/57) authorising county councils to 
make grants for welfare provision without 
ministerial consent, and this coupled with 
the fact that in that year government 
grants were withdrawn for all except one- 
bedroom dwellings, gave a great stimulus 
to this type of provision. Many authori- 
ties, in order to obtain the maximum 
government grant, tied in such provision 
with slum clearance. 

As a result, by the end of 1958 there 
were 134 group schemes with 2,938 dwel- 
lings in operation in England and Wales, 
and a further 64 schemes with 1,376 dwel- 
lings under active consideration. Their 
distribution is however patchy. Very few 
district councils have made this provision 
spontaneously; most have been 
encouraged to so by the promise of a 
county grant, and while some counties, 
like Lancashire, West Riding, Hampshire 
and Somerset, have canvassed all their 
local housing authorities, others have 
done little or nothing or have refused a 
grant. Eighteen counties in England and 
nine in Wales had up to 1959 made no 
grant. 

The grant is normally between £20 and 
£30 a year a dwelling (the maximum is 
£30) and is thus a substantial induce- 
ment. It is perhaps because such an 
inducement does not exist in the county 
boroughs, that although the need is as

great or greater, only a third of them 
have schemes of this kind, most of them 
less comprehensive than those in the 
counties. 


The county schemes usually comprise 
about 20 dwellings (see example E. 
Dereham Scheme). Ilford has a scheme 
with 84 dwellings (for which incidentally 
there is a waiting list of 300), primarily 
intended for the disabled but 80 per :ent 
are aged, and the five 2-storey blocks are 
all equipped with slow moving lifts. 
Spilsby, Lincs., on the other hand has two 
(and is to build four or five more), with 
six dwellings, regarded as the appropriat:: 
size for a small village, and receives a 
county grant in respect of it, but there 
are other counties which refuse grant aids 
to schemes as small as this. Some 
counties also refuse to pay a grant save 
in respect of residents who might other-

wise occupy Part II] accommodation. 

Most schemes have bell communica- 
tion systems, a communal room with a 
kitchen, guest rooms (charged at 4s. or 
5s. the first night and Is. 6d. or 2s. 6d. 
after), and laundry facilities. There is 
nearly always a warden in_ charge. 
generally a married woman, with a 
husband at work (or occasionally an 
invalid), who is paid in the region of 30s. 
a week plus a free flat and certain other 
emoluments. Her duties are to keep the 
communal part of the premises clean, and 
to keep an eye on the residents generally. 

It is here that a real problem arises. 
Once old people get into this type of 
accommodation they are unwilling to 
leave, and no one can force them to do 
so. Sturminster, which now has 60 
grouped dwellings for old people has 
since 1948 admitted only one old lady to 
Part III and she was mentally deranged. 
Yet the housing manager reckons that 
between 6 and 10 now resident are 
chronic sick, and at least 50 per cent of 
the remainder Part III cases. In Sale, 
where the grouped dwellings have been 
open a year, there are already three cases 
which the housing manager considers 
should be in Part III, but they will not 
consider moving. 

Whether they want to or not, housing 
authorities who provide grouped dwell- 
ings with welfare services for old people 
are going to become welfare authorities, 
and 30s. a week, even with emoluments 
worth another £3 or £4 seems a low 
recompense for the sort of burden a 
warden may have to carry. Sturminster 
has found a way out: those old people 
who make extra demands for domestic 
assistance on wardens can claim an addi- 
tional grant from the assistance board 
which is paid to the warden through the 
medium of the housing department. 

Whether, with subsidisation from the 
Ministry, the county, the NAB and the 
domiciliary services, these schemes are 
still less expensive than providing Part 


Ii] homes is now the 
subject of research at 
Manchester under the 
auspices of the 
National Corporation 
for the Care of Old 
People. Probably they 
are, but even if not 
there is no doubt in 
which type of accom- 
modation the greater 
happiness is found. 


3. Segregation or 
Integration 


One important point 
at issue, especially in 
large cities, is whether 
provision for old 
people should segre- 
gate them in separate 
communities or leave 
them dispersed among 
the general population. 

The _ dispersionists 
argue that if a suffi- 
cient number of one- 
and two-room dwell- 
ings are provided on a 
housing estate the old will take their 
natural place in the community, mix with 
and be helped by their neighbours and 
enjoy the contact with younger folk, 
especially children. They may go so far 
as to agree that in blocks of flats the old 
people should be accommodated on the 
ground floor. 

The segregationists reply that old 
people have special needs, that these 
needs cannot be adequately met save by 
special and concentrated provision and 
that the dispersionists are really rational- 
ising their unwillingness to make such 
provision. They point to the desiderata 
for old people laid down in the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government's 
‘Flatlets for Old People’ 1958 and con- 
tend that these cannot be met in any 
ordinary housing scheme. They say it 
is a sentimental fallacy 
that old people like 
young children about 
them: they may enjoy 
their own grandchil- 
dren’s company for up 
to an hour or so, but 
find other people's 
children noisy and in- 
considerate, especiaily 
when they live’ in 
ground floor flats. 

A notable example 
of segregation of the 
old is seen in Copen- 
hagen. Here’ there 
are 7,000 old people on 
12 housing estates, 
each containing from 
250 to 800 flats in up 
to ten separate blocks. 

The estates are dis- 
tributed over the 
whole area of the city, 
so that residents can 
maintain their local 
contacts and each has 
its ‘festsaal’ or party 
suite, complete with 


mouth. 
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kitchen (let free to residents for celebra- 
tion parties) central kitchens from 
which cheap meals can be bought and a 
trained nurse as superintendent, and al! 
are under the control of the City Welfare 
Department. An interesting point is that 
whereas the first estate contains 295 
single and 238 for married couples, the 
last has 487 for the single and 46 for the 
married. 

Oslo has made similar provision for 
2,000 old people. Here one block of 80 
flats has shops on the ground floor and a 
married couple in charge. A 15-storey 
block of 110 flats has another 2-storey 
block with 70 flats adjoining it for those 
old people who do not like lifts. 

Nothing of this kind has. been 
attempted by any local authority in this 
country, where all appear to adhere to the 
idea of dispersion. Two charitable trusts 
have, however, pioneered in this field. 
Whitely Village, built from a £1m. legacy 
by the ‘ universal provider,’ is an extreme 
example of segregation. The village of 
225 acres is two miles from the nearest 
community and apart from staff consists 
entirely of 360 old people. The great bulk 
live in their own cottage or bungalow of 
one room with a bed recess, but there is 
also a rest home and a hospital for those 
of growing infirmity. The village has its 
own churches, shop, post office, club 
room, entertainment hall and visitors’ 
rooms. 

Whitely Village was opened soon after 
the first war, and a somewhat similar 
scheme, Miles Mitchell Village, has 
recently been completed by the Sutton 
Dwellings Trust on the outskirts of Ply- 
mouth. Here, however, there is no rest 
home and no hospital: these had origin- 
ally been contemplated, but the difficul- 
ties inherent in the welfare legislation of 
the ‘forties made their provision imprac- 
ticable. 

The Sutton Dwellings Trust has also 
built a 7-storey block of 161 one-room 
flatlets in South London. While this is 
primarily intended not for the aged but

for ‘working women, more particularly 
those getting on in years whose daily 
occupation allows them little time for 
housework,’ it is likely that it will in time 
provide housing for old people, which it 
is well adapted to do. Among the facili- 
ties provided are a hairdressing salon, a 
self-service restaurant and coffee lounge, 
while the staff annexe contains nine 
single bedrooms for visiting friends and 
relations .of residents. 

Those providing these ‘segregated ’ 
establishments are wholly convinced that 
they are giving the old people what they 
want. It is not easy for a casual visitor 
to determine how far this claim is justi- 
fied, but they all have waiting lists; those 
who come stay, and those spoken to 
express complete contentment, and this 
applies as much to Whitely Village, the 
most segregated of all, as to the others. 

Modified forms of segregation have 
been tried in one or two schemes. Thu; 
in Miles Mitchell Village, while 161 of 
the 189 dwellings are for old people, 28 
are for middle aged, and the secretary of 
the very live village club lives in one of 
these. Welwyn Garden City has built a 
block of one-bedroom flats of which the 
ground floor is occupied by the aged, but 
the upper floors by single workers of both 
sexes. (See also East Dereham.) 


It seems fairly certain that in the large 
cities, if special accommodation for old 
people is to be provided at all, it will 
have to be provided by means of special 
blocks of flats, and this means total or 
modified segregation. In smaller centres 
of population, grouping is still essential 
if the requisite services are to be provided 
but the groups can be smaller, in the 
region of 20 dwellings together, and at 
this size can still form an integral part of 
a community. 


4. Size and Planning 
Most housing provision for the old is 
in the form of bed-sitting room and one- 
bedroom flats and bungalows, because 
this is now the only type of housing to

built and are still building 2-bedroom 
bungalows for the old which now has to 
be done without subsidy. Experience 
has shown that spare bedrooms in the 
2-room bungalows are rarely used, and

provision for the occasional visitor is 
better made by way of the communal 
guest rooms which should be part of any 
group housing scheme for old people. But 
there are occasions, e.g. where an aged 
brother and sister or an old man with 
an elderly daughter are living together. 
where two bedrooms are necessary, and 
provision made should allow for this, per- 
haps in one dwelling in ten. 

Bed sitting rooms are the normal pro- 
vision for single persons, one-bedroom 
dwellings for married couples. but 
women live longer than men, and this 
complicates the problem of establishing 
a ratio between the two types. As men- 
tioned above, Copenhagen started off by 
making roughly equal provision, and has 
finished by building a far higher propor- 
tion of bed sitting rooms, the overall 
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ratio there now being 4 to 1, which is 
probably as good a guide as is 
available. Some authorities, e.g. Edin- 
burgh and Spilsby, have met this 
problem by providing large bed sitting 
rooms for married couples, in which the 
surviving spouse can stay on when the 
partner dies. 

Most dwellings have a separate kitchen, 
larder, fuel storage under cover and a 
combined WC and bathroom, but 
Thingoe RDC have evolved a particularly 
ingenious and compact bed sitting room 
type, where the whole of one side of the 
room is occupied by sliding doors. behind 
which are a pantry (on the outside wall), 
a broom cupboard, a sink and stove (with 
a baffle over to carry off smells) a ward- 
robe and a chest of drawers. 

Warmth is an important ingredient in 
the well being of old people, and heating 
is usually provided by open fires with 
back boilers for hot water. 

Where there is a curtain and not a wall 
between bedroom and sitting room, resi- 
dents can enjoy an even temperature on 
going to bed and this is generally much 
appreciated. On the other hand, some 
old people snore and prefer to sleep one 
in the bedroom and one on a divan in 
the sitting room with a wall between. 
Central heating solves the temperature 
problem, and eliminates work and fire 
risks, but where there is a communal 
sitting room an open fire is always 
popular. 

A small but important point, since old 
people are very susceptible to a change of 
temperature, is the heating of WCs and 
bathrooms. In adapted dwellings with no 
central heating this can be effected by 
fitting an infra-red bulb which gives both 
heat and light for a consumption of as 
little as one unit in four hours. 

Most of the other desirable features of 
old people’s dwellings are mentioned in 
the Ministry of Housing’s various 
manuals, but some are not—e.g. the im- 
portance of non-slip flooring (cork tiling 
seems most successful), gas slot meters 
that will not renew a supply of gas if a 
tap is left turned on or lever taps for 
arthritic fingers. 


Detail of the sun-porches of older 
people’s homes at North Whitecrook,

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Most old people like to grow their own 
flowers, but a narrow strip under the 
window is all the majority can manage. 
All upper flats should have small 
balconies and facilities for window boxes, 
and a particularly attractive feature com- 
mended by the Scottish Housing Advisory 
Committee* and to be found in old 
people’s bungalows in Edinburgh, is a 
glassed-in sun porch, where old people 
can enjoy the sun and raise pot flowers. 


Showers, recommended by the Scot- 
tish Housing Advisory Committee, are 
not popular with the present generation 
of old people in this country. Neither are 
Sitz baths, which moreover are awkward 
of entry unless sunk into the floor, which 
is expensive. The best answer is still the 
conventional bath, but a rather short and 
low model, with a low overflow outlet 
to reduce the possibility of accidents. 


5. New Buildings or Old? 


Most of what has been said in the pre- 
ceeding paragraphs relates to purpose 
built dwellings for old people. This is in 
fact the most expensive form of provision. 
It is frequently more expensive than it 
need be. Examples are to be found where 
one-bedroom flats have hand basins in 
the bedroom. Not infrequently these are 
unused and converted into bedside tables. 
Plumbing is always expensive and any 
ordinary person who has hot and cold 
water in a sink in an adjoining room is 
perfectly content to wash in a basin in 
the sink or a hand basin provided in the 
bathroom.

Again, the Ministry originally stipu- 
lated that to qualify for a grant every 
dwelling must be self-contained with its 
own bath and WC. 

That requirement has been modified, 
and baths and WCs may both be shared. 
It is generally agreed that the sharing of 
bathrooms is. satisfactory and may 
actually be safer for old people. The 
sharing of WCs has less support—old 
people are prone to incontinence, and it 
is better that each should have his own. 

There are many cheaper ways of pro- 
viding for old people than new building. 
Foremost among them is the adaptation 
of large houses into flatlets, the cost per 
flatlet generally being about half that of 
a new dwelling. In this the Church Army 
has pioneered and the WVS and other 
housing societies have followed suit, 
while the Bournville Village Trust has 
recently produced a booklet showing 
what can be done in this way. Com- 
paratively little adaptation has been done 
by local authorities, though examples are 
to be found in various parts of the 
country and particularly on the South 
Coast. In one Midlands town which has 
an adapted house of this kind (overall 
capital cost £313 per flatlet, flatlets let 
at an economic rent of 13s. 6d.) the writer 
was informed that this was regarded as 
second-class old people’s accommodation, 
the usual bungalows being first-class. On 
a visit to the flatlets with this housing 
manager all the residents spoken to said 
they would rather be there than in a 
bungalow; they had all they wanted plus 
a sense of companionship, whereas in a 
bungalow they would have felt 


. more 
isolated.

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Adaptation schemes have disadvan- 
tages. Not only baths, but WCs and even 
ccokers may have to be shared, but the 
residents generally express complete 
satisfaction. 


All housing authorities have power to 
provide and maintain hostels for old 
people. Only three have them and none 
has been purpose built. In two (Mansfield 
and Stalybridge) the resulting establish- 
ments are indistinguishable from the Part 
Ill accommodation in adapted houses 
provided by authorities. The boroughs 
concerned have wished to have old 
people’s homes within their boundaries 
under their own control rather than that 
of the county. 


The third, at Hereford, is more inter- 
esting. Here the borough council bought 
up a National Service hostel containing 
1,000 double-bunked cubicles, pulled 
down half for a housing estate and con- 
verted the remainder into a hostel with 
single-room cubicles. It was not intended 
specifically as old people’s accommoda- 
tion, but 40 of the 360 residents are, in 
fact, old, and are mostly congregated in 
one hut under the care of the Superin- 
tendent and his wife. Most of them are 
men, and, paying 56s. 6d., including 15 
meals a week, they are well content, and 
the whole scheme pays its way with a 
margin of profit. 


This accommodation is much preferred 
and much preferable to that provided for 
so many old people in the common lodg- 
ing houses maintained by certain large 
local authorities, in which the bareness 
and cheerlessness offered to the indepen- 
dent is in marked contrast to the com- 
fort and even luxury provided for those

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willing to enter the same authorities’ Part 
Ill accommodation. 

Another type of existing dwelling to 
which some councils have already turned 
their attention and others might well do 
so is the almshouse. It is estimated that 
there are between 40 and 50 thousand 
almshouse dwellings in the country, most 
of them still offering substantial accom- 
modation. The National Association of 
Almshouses has done remarkable work 
here, having since 1951 _ instigated 
improvements to 2,394 units at a cost of 
£1,190,000, of which £620,000 was pro- 
vided by statutory grants, £500,000 by the 
Trustees and £70,000 by grants obtained 
by the Association. Many councils have 
co-operated in this work. Some have not, 
and there still remains considerable scope 
for their assistance in this field. 


There is another method of housing 
the old which need cost local authorities 
nothing save time and trouble, and that 
is by lodging them with the technically 
overhoused. Voluntary bodies in Ply- 
mouth and Exeter have pioneered in this 
boarding-out of the elderly, but at least 
three County Councils — Flintshire, 
Hampshire and West Sussex—have now

embarked on similar schemes. So far, no 
housing authorities appeared to have 
tried this method of relieving their wait- 
ing lists, but there seems no reason why 
they should not do so. The success of 
such a scheme, however, depends on a 
skilled matching of host and guest, care- 
ful supervision and a close understanding 
with the National Assistance Board, and 
anyone contemplating its initiation would 
do well to study the account of the Exeter 
and Plymouth schemes recently published 
by the National Corporation for the Care 
of the Old People. 


6. Under-Occupation by the Old 


Mention has already been made of the 
high proportion of dwellings of four 
rooms or more occupied by old people 
at the 1951 census. Confirmation of the 
continual existence of this situation is 
given in a recent survey of the over- 
eighties in Stockport, where it was found 
that 77 per cent of those of that age living 
alone and 94 per cent of those in couples 
occupied dwellings of that size. 

No one knows how far this is by choice, 
or of necessity. Some old people would 
certainly move into smaller and more 


tenements aie a ne oe 
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convenient accommodation if they could. 
Others would undoubtedly wish to stay 
in their old home, and no one would 
question their right to do so in unsubsi- 
dised accommodation. 


Where present day old or elderly resi- 
dents originally obtained priority subsi- 
dised housing on the grounds of their 
existing family needs the situation is 
somewhat different. What was their need 
then is the need of the following genera- 
tion now. Local authorities are reluctant 
to use the powers they have to induce 
over-housed old people to leave their 
tenancies—e.g., by formal notice to quit, 
or raising rent to the economic level, but 
some authorities, and some Housing 
Trusts also are contemplating this neces- 
sity. Short of this, persuasion is used, 
and at least one authority makes a prac- 
tice of telling the over-housed tenant they 
consider he should move, then sending a 
family on the waiting list along to the 
dwelling concerned. Actual contact with 
unhappiness which the sitting tenant 
could relieve is often found to be the 
most eloquent sort of persuasion. 


It might also help, were the co-dpera- 
tion and understanding of tenants 
enlisted from the beginning. If each new 
council resident were informed (1) that 
he had got his council dwelling because 
at that time he had a special need; (2) that 
in future as his family grew up he would 
no longer have that need; (3) that there 
would then be others who would; and 
(4) that he would then be expected to 
help them and the council by moving to 
smaller quarters, it is likely he would be 
willing to co-operate. People pre-warned 
and pre-conditioned react very differently 
from those suddenly required to do some- 
thing against their will. 


It is sometimes forgotten, too, that 
removal can be a deterrently expensive 
business, especially to old people whose 
means are slender. Local authorities have 
power to assist with removals, but many 
do not use them. Again, it is not merely 
the removal of furniture which involves 
cost but the fact that old curtains and car- 
pets do not fit. Here also the local 
authority can assist with new provisions, 
making appropriate adjustments in the 
rent charge, but this again is rarely done. 


7. Conclusion 


The Scottish Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee, in the admirable report referred 
to, stresses (p. 8) the need for national 
and local housing surveys especially of 
the needs of special groups, including the 
old, and gave some illuminating informa- 
tion from a survey of the housing needs 
of old people which it had itself instigated 
in Hamilton. 


If all authorities would examine the 
housing situation of the elderly population 
and take action on their findings in the 
light of experiments tried and experience 
gained in this and other countries, the 
result would be not only a great increase 
in the comfort and happiness of old 
people, but also an improvement in the 
housing situation of the population as a 
whole. 
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Safety in Industry 


A BRAINS TRUST on training for safety in 
the building and civil engineering indus- 
tries was held by the London Building 
and Engineering Contractors Accident 
Prevention Group during their 69th 
general meeting. The brains trust were 
Mr. J. A. Hayward of John Laing & Son 
Ltd., who was in the chair; a factory 
inspector (FI), Mr. A. Baker, HMFI (B & 
CE Section); a senior management execu- 
tive (SM), Mr. A. E. D. Beaumont of 
F. E. Beaumont Ltd.; a safety officer (SO), 
Mr. A. E. Cook of John Laing & Son Ltd.; 
and a trade union officer (TUO), Mr. E. L. 
Jones of the National Federation of 
Building Trades’ Operatives. 

Question: Has the team any suggestions 
regarding the training of scaffolders, to 
ensure all-round proficiency? 

TUO.—Do we mean efficiency as scaf- 
folders or in safety? The NJC should 
give its attention to training and appren- 
ticeship in this trade. Certainly a school 
of some kind should be established. 

SM.—There is certainly a need for 
proper training in this occupation. 

FI.-There is room for much improve- 
ment; a large number of accidents can 
be attributed to faulty erection. I 
suggest greater recognition of the skill 
involved; attention to the employment of 
skilled men; and the training of new- 
comers on apprenticeship lines. 

SO.—18 months to 2 years is the prac- 
tice in good companies. 

TUO.—There should be registration of 
scaffolders who should be able to produce 
a registration card as evidence that they 
are competent. 


Prosecutions 


Question: Why are there not more 
prosecutions for breaches of the regula- 
tions of which HM Factory Inspectors 
have been made aware? 

FIl.—There are not many inspectors 
available for building operations. Prose- 
cutions take up a lot of time and a 
balance must be kept. 

SM.—Factory inspectors on the whole 
do very well. It is far better to warn 
the firm rather than to prosecute unless 
repeated warnings have been ignored. 

TUO.—Legal matters are not always 
easy to resolve and when a case is brought 
it is important that it is won. 

SO.—Safety Officers act on information 
or warnings and do not need prosecutions. 

Question: Where a full-time safety 
officer is not employed, what would be 
the brains trust’s suggestions for the 
carrying out of his duties by other mem- 
bers of the firm? 

SO.—A safety officer should be 
appointed by the senior man on the site. 
The most experienced man should be 
asked if he will act as safety officer, and 
if he accepts he should be trained for 
the job. Safety must be his first job. 

SM.—In a small firm the foreman 
should act as safety officer. 

FI.—This is all right provided the fore-

man has a sincere interest in safety. 

TUO.—-Unless the top management has 
an interest in safety, the foreman may 
have a conflict of interest between pro- 
duction and safety. 

Question: So that safety officers can 
become a reality on sites, why not some 
clear and easy sign of identity, so that 


men on site can recognise this rare 
visitor? 
FI.—In small firms (the majority in the 


industry) the safety officer is well-known, 
if he is active in his work. 

TUO.—It is surprising how few men 
know who is the safety officer. 

Question: Does the panel consider 
covering a hole in a floor with a shutter- 
ing pan good or bad practice? 

SO.—It can trip up a man; and it is 
likely to be removed for use. 

The panel agreed. 


Safety Officers 


Question: What action should be taken 
to see that all sub-contracting firms 
comply with regulation 98 of the Building 
(Safety, Health & Welfare) Regulations, 
1948, i.e. appointment of a safety officer? 

SM.—The responsibility is the main 
contractor's; his safety officer must keep 
his eye on all sub-contractors. 

SO.—Some firms include in their con- 
tract an undertaking that this be com- 
plied with. 

Fl.—The sub-contractor must comply 
with the Regulations and employ a safety 
officer. 

TUO.—The main contractor should see 
that sub-contractors comply with WRA 
and the Building Regulations. 

Question: How can Regulation 67 (i) 
be complied with from a practical point 
of view, i.e. hoist only able to be operated 
from one position at any one time? 

Fl.—Shrouding of the operating rope 
by adjustable tubulars can prevent un- 
authorised people operating the hoist. 

SM.—The operator should operate 
from the hoist lever at the bottom. 

SO.—The control platform should be 
some distance from the hoist tower. This 
gives a better view, and keeps the rope 
away from others. 

Question: Who should inspect cranes 
for the purpose of recording the weekly 
inspection? 

Fl.—The driver, if he is sufficiently 
competent. 

SM.—Agreed. 
in order. 

TUO.—If a black gang is available, 
their foreman should do it. The driver is 
not always competent enough. 

Question: A _ client requires white- 
painted trestles. How can these be used 
and still comply with Regulations and 
how should timber be treated ? 

The brains trust agreed that if paint is 
likely to cover defects this requirement 
should not be agreed to. Various pre- 
servatives are available for treatment of 
timber which do not hide defects. 


He keeps the machine 


Question : A sub-contractor’s employee 
has an accident requiring notice to be 
sent to HMIF on form 43B, whilst work- 
ing on the extension to premises occupied 
by a tenant. Who ts responsible for the 
notification, the sub-contractor, the main 
contractor, the factory occupier or the 
factory owner ? 

Fl.—The_ injured man’s’ employer 
should notify the district inspector and 
the factory occupier, who shou!d also 
report to the district inspector. 

Question: Regulation 29(4) fixing of 
ladders. What type or types of fixing 
would satisfy the inspectorate with regard 
to maintenance work, i.e., a painter paint- 
ing a Ist-floor sash from a ladder, say, 
12 ft. in length. 

Suggestions put forward were that guys 
could be used; a bag of sand at the 
bottom was useful; or a screw-eye, if the 
frame or sash was of timber. 

Question: Regulation 22(a)_ states, 
every working platform from which a per- 
son is liable to fall more than 6 ft. 6 in. 
shall be closely boarded, planked or 
plated. What gaps between boards would 
the panel consider permissible for a plat- 
form to be within the requirements of the 
Regulations ? 

FI.—The object is to ensure that tools, 
etc., cannot be dropped between cracks. 
The gap should certainly not be greater 
than 1 in. 

Question: Regulation 74(b) scotching 
of barrows. Where access to hoist plat- 
forms is gained from each of three sides, 
can an efficient means of scotching be 
suggested, as battens nailed to the plat- 
form create a hazard when barrow wheels 
are bumped over them ? 


The panel recommended that there 
should be stops for the legs. 

Question: Painters are requested to 
board a van laden with plant and 


materials being sent from the job they 
have finished to a new site. Should they 
do so? 

Not unless the van has been properly 
adapted. 

Question: What part can the safety 
officers play in the rehabilitation of 
injured employees ? 

TUO.—Affiliate to the Manor House 
Hospital who are experts on this matter. 

FI.—The safety officer can play a most 
helpful role, provided he is sufficiently 
interested and has the backing of the 
management.

This large structure, designed to accommodate forty-eight flats on 
eight floors, is shown just two months after commencement of work. 
Speed of erection was achieved by making the maximum use of pre- 
casting. Apart from the frame itself, floors, scissor staircases, lift 
shafts, hollow partition walls, louvre walls for drying rooms and 
balconies are all precast. 

The combined use of precast columns and precast cross walls has 
produced a most economical building. Our price per dwelling was 
£483.10.0d. which covers all design services, including foundation 
design and finishing to exposed column faces. 

The 8 in. thick hollow cross walls were cast in sections, which were 
erected with a vertical insitu joint between them. This joint co- 


incides with the horizontal insitu joint between the wide slab floor 
wnits, both joints being reinforced.

1. Structural Repairs 


The possibility of using HYDRAULIC PIT 
PROPS to give structural support when 
buildings undergo alteration was recently 
put to the test when the foundations of 
an old, but comparatively large, building 
had to be lowered by 4 ft. 6 in. The 
building was in use as offices for a news- 
paper and basically the contract was for 
the removal of all interior basement walls 
and the lowering of the existing floor to 
permit the installation of new printing 
presses. It was decided to experiment 
with hydraulic supports, and a trial batch 
of 25 props, averaging about 6 ft. 6 in. in 
height, was delivered on site. The equip- 
ment being standard, certain design 
characteristics had to be _ considered 
before installation and, as _ hydraulic 
props are required under mining condi- 
tions to yield at an end load of 20 tons, 
it was necessary to ensure that the weight 
on these props did not reach that figure 
when applied to a building.

It was estimated that the hydraulic 
support was quicker to erect and dis- 
mantle and lowered substantially the 
cost of supporting a beam when com- 
pared with the conventional steel 
tubular framework.

A New Mobile Tower Crane 
Some Outstanding Achievements 


NOW AND THEN in every decade a new 
machine is produced which introduces 
minor mechanisational revolution into 
building. Recent tools of this kind are the 
small diesel dumper, tractor shovels, 
hydraulic excavators, and the climbing 
and rail-mounted tower crane. Into this 
class of aid comes the Otus Kassbohrer 
KT 7000 tower crane, just introduced to 
the British market, which can be driven 
to a site, and provided there is a level 
place for the crane to stand, can be 
erected and at work in under half an 
hour.

Working economy apart, it is, of course, 
far cheaper to erect one of these mobile 
tower cranes than it is to build a scaffold 
tower, bring a hoist to a site by road 
transport, and erect it. 

A KT 7000 is in use in the Eastbourne 
area and, as an example of its mobility, 
the contractor concerned states that after 
completing the concreting of an inaccess- 
able retaining wall late one afternoon the 
crane was used next day to place pre- 
cast beams on the second storey of a 
block of flats.

Multi-Lane Highway for Glasgow

showed a drop from 1958 when 32,170 
were built. But the figures of houses on 
which construction began last year 
showed a rise-——28,324 as against 26,548 
in 1958. Analysis of the figures shows a 
big rise in the number of private houses 
on which work has started. These have 
increased from 3,786 (in 1958) to 5,336.
